Godsol had been arrested on March 6 
on the complaint of the French Gov- 
ernment, and held without bail in the 
Federal court in Washington. It de- 
veloped that, although he was born in 
this country, he was a naturalized citi- 
zen of France and was a soldier in the 
French Army in the beginning of the 
war. He was discharged because of ill 
health, and then was sent to this coun- 
try to aid the French High Commission 
here in the purchase of war supplies. 
The United States Supreme Court up- 


held the action of the Court of Appeals 
in Washingten in releasing him from 
custody on a writ of habeas corpus. 
Little attention was paid to Goldsoll 
when he entered the hotel soon after 6 
o'clock last evening.

off’’ of union dues. 

A telegram was sent late today from 
j}the headquarters of the United Mine 
| Workers of America after it had been 
learned that the injunction was not yet 
|in effect. This message advised union 
| officials to regard the discontinunace of 
| the ‘‘ check-off ’’ as breaxing the exist- 
jing agreement, The telegram, 
| which was signed by President John L: 
| Lewis, Vice President Philip Murray 
jand Secretary William Green, read as 
follows: 

As a result of the disagreement be- 
tween the United Mine Workers of 
America and the coal operators in the 
Fall of 1919 it was suggested by the 
Government of the United States that 
the miners and the operators submit 
all their differences to a commission 

appointed by the President of the 
United States, said commission to have 
full authority to render an award cov- 
ering every proposition involved.

a The United Mine Workers agreed to 


| this program, and the commission in 
due time rendered an award, which 
| they decided must be written into the 
| form of an agreement by and Between 
the coal operators and the United Mine 
| Workers of America, to be in full force 
| and effect until March 31, 1922. 
| Following the rendition cf this award 
| by the United -States Bituminous 
Coal Commission, functioning under 
governmental authority, the President 
of the United States, in a letter ad- 
dressed to the coal operators and the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
commanded both sides to meet in joint 
conference and duly execute such 
agreement as directed by tke Bitumin- 
ous Coal Commission. This was done, 
and the agreement was duly signed in 
New York City on March 31, 1920. 

It is, therefore, obvious that said 
joint agreement, honorably entered 
into and executed in due form under 
the direction of the Government of the 
United States, cannot ba modified or 
changed in any of its provisions until 
the date of its expiration, March 31, 
1922. Any abrogation or setting aside 
of any. part or section of this agree- 
ment, including the section providing 
for the checking off of union dues and 
assessments, cannot be rezarded as 
other than a. violation of the agree- 
ment and should be treated accord- 
ingly by the district officers and local 
unions within your jurisdiction. 


Regard Strike as Sole Weapon. 


While this message outlined no course 
of conduct, it was said authoritatively 
that the mine workers’ officers regarded 
the strike as the union’s only weapon 

| to enforce a contract. 

The telegram was sent to officials fn 
sixteen States, where the check-off pro- 
vision cbtains and where 350,000 of the 
550,000 union miners are employcd. The 
States to which the message was sent 
were: Pennsylvania, Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, lilinois, Indiana, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky, Michigan, Iowa, Kansas, Okla- 
homa, Arkansas, Texas, Wyoming, Mon- 
tana and Washington. The message did 

| not go to officials of the three anthra-

We shall do 
everything we can to'create conditions 
in this business under which arbitrary 
conduct will not be repeated.”’ 

Mr. Horton said that 1,300 delivery 
wagons and 150 trucks of the company 
were idle in the five boroughs. 

While thousands of -persons within a 
radius of 100 miles of New York were 
inconvenienced in getting their supply of 
milk, many not receiving any, the hos- 
pitals and other institutions obtained 
an adequate amount by 3 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. These institutions 
were supplied by the distributing com- 
panies’ men, the services of men fur- 
nished by the unions being declined. 

As there was little movement of milk 
the strikers had little opportunity for 
violence and with the exception of the 
upsetting of a few milk carts and sev- 
eral other minor rows, the situation was 
quiet. Large forces of uniformed police, 
however, were on duty at all milk 
depots and stations. 

Announcing their intention to keep 
adequate supplies of milk coming into 
the district, the Milk Conference Board 
sent an appeal to the Port of New York 
Authorities to appeal to Governor Miller 
for assignment-of the State constabulary 
‘‘ for use wherever needed.’’ It was ex- 
plained that protection was desired to 
safeguard the supply at up-State ship- 
ping points, where the board had reason 
to believe that efforts would be made to 
interfere with shipments.

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 1.—In a day full 
of moving contrasts, the American Le- 
gion paid honor to Marshal Foch, assist- 
ed at the solemn dedication of the site 
of a $2,500,000 memorial to the war dead, 
and then, 25,000 strong, marched through 
the streets of Kansas City behind Foch, 
Pershing, Diaz, Jacques and Beatty. 

For anything approaching the symbol- 
ism of this afternoon’s parade, one must 
go back to the victory féte at Paris, 
July 14, 1919, and the Empire Day cele- 
bration in London a few days later, on 
both of which occasions Foch, carrying 
the Baton of a Marshal of France, led 
armel units from the allied armies that 
he had previously led to victory. Here 
the comparison ends. Two years ago 
the Paris and London parades werg cele- 
brations of a victorious war. Today's 
parade led by the foremost of the allied 
leaders was visible proof that -war’s 
comradeship has not been forgotten, and 
the country's and the Legion's tributes 
to Foch, Beatty, Diaz and Jacques were 
seized upon by Pershing to urge the 
formation of an international veterans’ 
association. 

The Paris ani London parades, with 
their strictly disciplined marching ranks, 
were more picturesque than today’s 
Legion parade. There have been more 
imprefsive parades that stirred the sur- 
face emotions than the ‘march of the 
Legion through Kansas City. There 
have been better and more varied Legion 
parades. Today's march, however, with 
the presence of the five allied leaders, 
was a spectacle that moved one's 
thoughts more than one’s eyes. 


Doughboy Swing Retained. 


With the excevtion of the massed flags 
of the State Legion departments that 
gave a thrill to the crowds and brought 
those in the reviewing stand cheering 
to their feet cacn time the grouped col- 
ors passed, there was little impressive 
uniformity to the march. Half of the 
paraders were in uniform and the rest 
were in civilian clothes or mixtures of 
the two. Soldiers, sailors, marines, yeo- 
women, nurses, Indians, negroes and 
seven-foot Oklahomans marched side by 
side with their State delegations.

He added that these 
refunds should be from the Treasury 
and not from the receipts and surplus of

Hundreds of Thousands Flock to 
Rome for Entombment of Warrior.

ROME, Nov. 1.—The body of the un- 
known soldier, as it nears Rome, is 
greeted ever by greater signs of re- 
spect and veneration even when it is 
passing through the most remote dis- 
tricts of Italy. It is met at almost 
every station by the whole population 
on bended kpees. In many places the | 
Communists, wearing their distinctive | 
badges, vied with the patriotic assocla- 
tions in showing devotion to the un- | 
known soldier. | 

In Florence Gen. Cadorna, who was 
Commander-in-Chief of the Italian 
armies at the time of the Gaporetto dis- 
aster, went to the station, was recog- 
nized and invited to take~ his place 
among the authorities, but he refused 
saying: ‘‘I am here as a simple ex- 
combatant.’’

ASK ALLIES TO PAY 


French Bankers Apprehensive 
Lest Debt Issue Be Raised at 
Washington Conference. 


CONSEQUENCES POINTEDOUT 


Say Exchange Would Be Further 
Demoralized and Hurt Europe 
Without Helping Us.

PARIS, Noy. 1.—In financial quarters 
in Paris there is dread lest a by-product 
of the Washington conference may be 
a demand by the United States on 
and England to begin paying

Government. 

Bankers here take at their face value 
Américan semi-official declarations that 
there is no desire to make 
debts one of the issues of the Washings- 
ton meeting, but, rightly or wrongly, 
there is a deep-seated feeling that some- 
thing of the sort may take place. I 
have several times heard expressed the 
apprehension that there may be some 
turn in the Washington conference 
which may not please Americans and 
which, being blamed on Burope, might 
lead to agitatfon in Congress for a de- 
mand for war debt payment, or at least 
a beginning of payment of interest. 

Bankers and business men are inter- 
ested in this possibility for materia) 
rather than political reasons. They 
Point to the fall of the German mark 
as being partially if not immediately 
caused by the allied demands for Ger- 
man cash paynfents. This fall in the 
mark has not only benefited Germany’s 
prospects of further cash payments, but 
in addition is:-making tt stilt easier for 
German exporters to‘ undersell home pro- 
ducers in-.Germany’s. foreign markets 
and -has made still more difficult.im- 
ports by Gertians.- That feature; it is 
argued, mitigates against thé United 
States, which is very desirous. of rebuild- 
ing its export trade. 

Paris financial men reason that if de- 
mands for cash payments had such an 
effect on the mark, demand for cash 
payment from the Allies by thé United 
States would have an analogous effect 
on the French. frane and pound sterling, 
with the result that in return for a re- 
ceipt for a certain amount of cash the 
Americans would find not only further 
reductions in their export trade with 
France and England, but would face 
much greater difficulty in rehabilitating 
their business with Europe. 

When one questions Paris bankers as 
to the probabilities of the date when 
England and France could begin safely 
to pay something on their account with 
the United States one receives very pes- 
simistic replies, and.one often hears the 
statement that to make any sort of 
definite answer would be looking too 
far ahead. 

One gets the argument that the United 


States, as well as Europe, has immedi- 
ate business troubles of too great im- 
port to make hard and fast arrange- 
ments now for the liquidation of war 1n- 
debtednass. 

In any event the bankers hope the 
American Government will take no steps 
in the near ‘future which may further 
weaken European exchange. Such 
steps, they say, would hurt Burope 
without helping America. 


CENSURES SCHOOL HEATING 


Temperatures as Low as 40, Says 
Linville—Raps Plenum System. 


A thorough, scientific survey ef the 
ventilating and heating of the schools 
would. disclose facts which would as- 
tonish the public, according to the re- 
port on “ventilation and heating ’”’ 
from a survéy of schools made public 
by President H. R. Linville of the 
Teachers Union yesterday. 

‘“Our reports indicate but rarely that 
the plenum or balanced system of venti- 
lation works,” said the report. ‘In 
general the system is reported as not 
working and sometimes apparently as 
being abandoned. The plenum system 
is expensive. About $50,000 to $75,000 
per building seems frequently to be the 
cost of installation. 

“The prevalence of low-temperature 
school rooms is extreme. Rooms are 
reported to the Teachers Union in which 
the temperature is often as low as 40 
degrees. A teacher in a Brooklyn ele- 
mentary school reports that she has 
often been compelled to teach in a rogm 
with a temperature of 50 degrees br 
share a warm room with some teacher. 

‘““A Brooklyn eleméntary school was 
unable to have a fire in its furnaces in 
the month of October of this year be- 
cause the needed replacement of warped 
grates had not been attended to. If 
these grates are not repaired before the 
severe, cold weather sets in the princi- 
pal will be obliged to dismiss the school. 


GIVES CANCER MORTALITY. 


Dr. Wood Shows Rise in Death Rate 
as Age Advances. 


Figures showing the spread of cancer 
were offered yesterday by Dr. Francis 
Carter Wood, Director of the Columbia 
University Institute of Cancer Research, 
in an address: at the university as one 


of the speakers of National Cancer 
Week. 

‘‘For example,’ he said, ‘‘ between 
the ages of 15 and 19 years, only about 
one person in 250,000 dies of cancér, 
between 20 and 24, only about one peér- 
son in 200,000, between the ages of 2: 
and 34 one man in 10,000 and one woman 
in 5,000 dies of the disease, and so on 
the rate rising until between the ages of 
65> and 75 one man in 200 and one wo- 
man in 150 dies of the disease. Thus, 
after the age of 45 cancer becomes in 
women the most important cause of 
death, while in men it is second only 
to the diseases which are. grouped to- 
gether as chronic heart disease,

New Grouping of Powers Predicted. 


“The Washington conference will not 
result in a solution of the problem, but 
only in a new grouping of powers and 
sharpening of opposing elements. What 
are these element and why are they 
driven to meet just now at Washington? 

‘Take first America, which in 1919 
saw nv reason for shafing in the respon- 
Sibilities of Kuropean pulitics, but now 
is ready to confer with the Allies an 
even to occupy herself with ‘Silesia an 
Russia. Whence the change? 

“The answer tis simple. During the 
war half the world became America’s 
debtors, but at present these debtors-are 
too poor to pay their debts. During the 


; War America seized the lion's share of 
the world’s trade, but now she fihds 


Europe too poor to be her customer. 
America therefore desires the prospérity 
of Kurope. She also desires new mar- 
kets in the Hast. 

‘Why does England go to Washing- 
ton? England, in order to win the war, 
had to call in the help of her colonies, 
who thereby achieved the right to-.s.. 
voice in her foreign policy. Their inter- 
ests, however, are not always those of 
the mother country. England © wants 
Japan as an ally in order to strengthen 
herself against America, her most re- 
doubtable trade rival, but Canadian-cap- 
ital is linked up with American capital, 
while for Australia Japan is the. su- 
preme enemy, and America therefore the 
most desirable of friends. ? 

“Yet England must ¢ling to support 
-of her colonies, because with the military 
power of German capitalism destroyed 
krench capitalism is all powerful on the 
Continent of Europe. France is already 
turning Poland, Czechoslovakia and Ru- 
mania into vassal States and threaten- 

jing British interests in the East. France 
and America together could reduce 
Great Britain to utter helplessness. -

“The price of this trastification’ is. t¢é 
be paid by Japan.

“For the two great markets which 
America has chosen for herself are 
China and. Russia,- especially Siberia. 
America has already been able to push 
her old rivals, France and England, 
into second place in China, and by re- 
viving the useful policy ‘of the open door 
is hoping to do the same to.

“What will be England's attitude 
toward Japan? The Pacific probleni ‘is

QUESTIONS $661,000 PROFIT 


Links Graft and Incompetence Un- 
der Hylan Rule and Bids Voters 
Turn Tammany Out. 


Charging that the administration of 
Mayor Hylan was hot merely one of in- 
competence, but of graft and incom- 
petence combined, William Travers Je- 
rome in his campaign speeches last night 
in favor of Henry H. Curran and the 
Coalitionists pointed out instances of 
alleged graft in the Dock Department 
and the Markets Department and told of 
questionable practices in other depart- 
mente: 

“Turn Tammany out,” said Mr. Je- 
rome. ‘‘ Remember no man was ever 
elected Mayor three times in succession 


in this city. If they have done these 
things and looted your city as they have 


in the past four years what do you think 
they will do if you give them a new lease 
of power in the four years to come? It 
is up to you to say whether you are go- 
ing to keep them in politics at your ex- 
pense.’’ 

The former District Attorney pointed 
out in the beginning of his speech thai 
ho had carefully checked every fact. 
Ee produced document after document 
to prove his charges and again ex- 
pressed’ the hope that Mayor Hylan 
would sue Samuel Untermyer for libel. 

Mr. Jerome said that about $661,000 
profits on army food sales in the De- 
partment of Markets had never been 
fully accounted for, and had documents 
to show that E. J. O'Malley, now Com- 
missioner of Markets, issued an order 
when -Deputy Commissioner to enable a 
poultry dealer to get 500,000 pounds of 
poultry from army warehouses. 

The speaker produced documents to 
zhow that these supplies had not been 
released for the benefit of the poor of 
the city, but had been sent to the Hotel 
Astor, the Hotel Netherland, high-class 
restaurants and one shipment even so 
far away as Waterbury, Conn. He ridi- 
culed the idea that the withdrawal of 
poultry for sucn places was any relief 
to the poor of the tenements, the avowed 
object of the withdrawal of army sup- 
plies. ° 

Turning to the Dock Department, the 
campaigner took up again the charge 
that the Brooks Steamship Company had 
paid $10,000 to Edward Corcoran, a law 
clerk, for negotiating a contract for a 
pier lease and that Corcoran had been 
a clerk in the law office of Foley & 
Craig, where Murray Hulbert, the Com- 
missioner of Docks, had desk room, with 
his name on the office door. 


Says Craig Can’t Refute Charge. 


Mr. Jerome pointed out that Charles 
L. Craig, Tammany candidate fer Con- 
troller, had called him a ‘“‘liar’’ after 
this charge was first made, but that he 
never proved that Corcoran had not 
been a clerk in the office where Com- 
missioner* Hulbert had desk space. He 
said that this was an additional reason 
for turning Tammany out and for vot- 
ing for Vincent Gilroy over Murray 
Hulbert for President of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

As 
for Mayor Hylan, Mr. Jerome told how 
the Mayor had signed a letter ‘‘ on the 
dotted line’’ at the request of John T. 
Hettrick, now in Sing Sing. He pointed 
out that this letter virtually ordered 
limestone in school construction and 
would have cost the city $900,000 in ad- 
ditional expenses if the Lockwood com- 
mittee had not stepped in. 

Two more of the Mayor’s appointees 
to office were criticised by him in the 
gzame breath with Hettrick. They were 
David Hirshfield, Commissioner of Ac- 
counts and Joseph Solovel, who has 
been called counsel for the Pickpockets’ 
Trust and is under indictment on the 
charge of attempting to bribe a special 
Internal Revenue agent in a liquor case. 

Recalling that Frederick A. Bugher, 
Police Commissioner for the first eight- 
een days of the Hylan Administration, 
i had testified that he refused to appoint 
Solovei Second Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner ‘in charge of detectives, Mr. Je- 
rome then told of the appointment of 
Solovei as an Assistant Corporation 
Counsel and his later troubles in the 
liquor -inquiry. He said that Hirshfield, 
Solovei and Hylan were all practicing in 
the Gates Avenue Court in Brooklyn 
when Hettrick was clerk there, and 
charged that Hylan had “‘lied again”’ 
when he told the Meyer committee he did 
not know Hettrick.

BRITAIN TO ANSWER 
SOVIET’S DEBT OFFER’ 


Will Point Out lis Inadequacy 
and Ask for Further 
Details. 


LONDON, Nov. 1 (Associated Press).— 
Great Britain, it was indicated in au- 
thoritative quarters today, will reply to 
the recent note of M. Tchitcherin, For- 
eign Minister of Soviet Russia, offering 
conditionally to assume the debts of 
old Russia up to 1914, by the dispatch 
of a note pointing out that the Soviet’s 
offer mentions only the imperial State 
debts, which are but a part of the Rus- 
sian total. 

It will also set forth that the confer- 
ence to establish peace, desired by the 
Moscow Government, would be possible 
only after an allied, or preferably an 
international, consensus of opinion was 
obtained regarding the policy to be pur- 
sued toward Russia’s indebtedness. 

The British note, which will be for- 
warded this week, will ask for further 


details as to the general character of 
the Soviet offer. 

In official circles it was asserted to- 
day that the offer from Moscow had not 
resulted in-a spirit of hopefulness re- 
garding the Russian debt, but was taken 
as merely another step in the steady 
progress toward re-establishment of 
Anglo-Russian relations, which started 
with the signing of tne trade agree- 
ment. Great Britain, it was stated, 
will continue to co-operate with the other 
nations regarding the debt, and will 
adhere to the decisions of the recent 
Brussels conference, which it is declared 
the Soviet has misinterpreted. : 

The British view is that: the questions 
of credits and famine relief should re- 
main separated; that private relief 
should be encouraged, but that credits 
should -not be fort coming until an in- 
ternational policy toward all of Russia's 
in@ebtedness is decided upon. 


ITALIAN TREATY WITH SOVIET. 


Trade Barriers Are Abolished by 
Compact Soon to Be Signed. 


ROME, Nov. 1.—The commercial 
treaty between Italy and Russia, nego- 
tiation of which was begun some time 
ago, has been put into draft form and is 
waiting the signatures of the Marquis 
della Torretta, the Italian Foreign Min- 
ister, and M. Vorovsky, the Soviet rep- 
resentative here. 

The proposed treaty contains -recipro- 
cal clauses regarding imports and ex- 
ports. the entrance and exit of the ships 
of both nations at each other’s ports, and 
providing for abstention from _ prop- 
aganda. 

The treaty does away with all trade 
barriers, except as to the importation 


into Italy of alcoholic liquors from Rus- 
sia. The Russians agree not to requisi- 
tion any Italian goods.

Mr. Untermyer gave an extract from

Urged Aggressive Action. 


In the letter he urged the Mayor to 
take immediate and aggressive action on 
the traction matter, pointing out that 
the opposition had ‘‘ most.expert advice 
on this technical and highly specialized 
subject of reorganization.”’ 

Mr. Untermyer said reorganization 
should be under the control of the courts 


‘‘ instead of being managed by self-con- 
stituted so-called ‘ protective’ commit- 
tees consisting of bankers who thrust 
themselves into the situation without 
any financial interest in it, and not only 
make huge profits but control the future 
management. * 

‘That is the sort of.a ‘ traction tool’ 
I have been in my polite warnings to 
the Mayor of the mess into which he was 
getting our affairs,’’ ‘said Mr. Unter- 
myer in the statement. 

He pleaded “ guilty ’’ to the “ crime’ 
of being one of the executors under the 
will of Andrew Freedman, who left his 
$4,000,000 estate for a home where old 
married people might spend their de- 
clining years together. He also was 
‘* guilty ’’ of being President of the 
home, and declared, however, that Mr. 
Freedman was never in any way con- 
nected with and had at no time the 
slightest financial or other interest in 
the old surface traction lines, but be- 
came interested in transit when he as- 
sisted John B. McDonald in giving to 
the city its first subway system. He 
was at no time jcounsel in these mat- 
ters, he declared, and had no knowl- 
edge of or concern with them. 


Never a Transit Attorney. 


Mr. Untermyer pleaded ‘‘ guilty ’’ to 
the charge of selling at the very first 
opportunity certain transit securities of 
the Freedman estate which Mr. Freed- 
man acquired in @ reorganization when 
the subway took over “‘ the rotten tran- 
sit lines against my persistent efforts.’”’ 
He had no personal interest in -Mr. 


Freedman’s estate except to the extent 
of a gift of jewelry under the will, a 
token of his long friendship with the 
deceased. 

‘‘I never, at any time, had any per- 
sonal or professional relations with the 
transit companies or any of their of- 
ficers, nor, did I ever receive a fee from 
them, as Mayor Hylan has falsely ~as- 
serted, although they were represented 
by leaders of the bar and it would not 
have been the subject of legitimate criti- 
cism if I had chosen to do so in the 
pursuit of my professional activities,’’ 
the statement continued.

A man who carried a sign last night, 
Broadway and Thirty-fourth Street, 
calling public attention to the fact that 
free trolley transfers are no longer is-

arrested by Patrolman Edmund Miller 
of the West Thirtieth Street Station on 
a charge of disorderly conduct. 

Patrolman Miller told Magistrate Ber- 
nard Douras in the Night Court, before 
whom the case was heard, that the pris- 
oner, who gave his name as George 
Brown, 31 years of age, of 13 Hester 
Street. had no license to carry a sign, 
had caused a crowd to collect. and had 
refused to move on when directed to 
do so.

that he had been paid 85 by a Mr. 
Hyman of the Murray Hill Hotel for 
carrying the sign, and that he had not 
knowingly violated any law. After the 
prisoner had promised not to repeat 
the offense Magistrate Douras suspend- 
ed sentence. 

Samuel F. Hyman, campaign manager

men, said last night over the telephone

SEES WORLD PERIL 
IN CHINESE ISSUES 


‘Minister Sze Says Force Ap- 
plied to Republic Can Only 
Result in Future War. 


DISCUSSES ARMS PARLEY 


Asserts Peking Is Fighting for Right 
of Unhindered Development 
and Seeks U. S. Aid. 


Dr. Sao-Ke Alfred Sze, Chinese Min- 
ister to the United States, told an audi- 
ence at Columbia University last night 
‘that China had no desire to become the 
‘sick man of Asia,’’ and that all the 
Chinese desired was self-development 
under an ‘* open-door policy.’’ 

“The development of China, if properly 
directed, can be a great world benefit,’’ 
said the Minister; ‘ if improperly inter- 
fered with, it may become a world 
menace. There are two ways of ob- 
taining supplies from China. One way 
is accomplished by force, to the up- 
building of something which the World 
War demonstrated cannot exist in the 
modern world. The other way is through 
Chinese self-development that will bene- 
fit the whole world, ourselves along 
with you. 

“The development of China is not a 
matter that can ve played with. Not | 
only is it vital that America lead in this 
development, but we must remember 
that the development is going on and 
will go on whether you participate or 
not. Every stage of Chinese dovelop- 
ment will vitally affect your own com- 
mercial status.” 

The members of the Institute of Arts 
and Sclences at Columbia paverenr. 
who heard Dr. Sze read his speech in 
the Horace Mann Auditorium, recog- 
nized {t as an official pronouncement 
of the aims of China and of the Chinese 
delegation to the disarmament confer- 

| 


ence. Copies of the speech were made 
public. 


Full Confidence in America. 


Dr. Sze then took up the subject of 
the Washington conference, and said: 

‘China is entering _this conference 
wholeheartedly, with fujl confidence in 
the motives of the American people in 
their attempt to bring about better con- 
ditions in the Pacific and the world gen- 
erally. 

‘“‘ American policy toward China has 
always been friendJy and constructive. 
We have a full appreciation of Amer- 
ica’s altruism toward Asia, because one 
of the only two foreign policies which 
the United States has ever developed 
since it became a nation apply to Asia. 
I refer to the open door policy of equal | 
opportunity, which was announced orig- | 
inally by John Hay, Secretary of State} 
a quarter of a century ago. The open- 
door policy has been happily likened to 
your Monroe Doctrine, which applies to 
the young republics of the New World. 

‘‘ As I understand your Monroe Doc- 
trine, it simply means that the new re- 
publics of the New World are to be pro- 
tected from foreign aggression while 
they work out their own self-develop- 
ment. You do not claim monopolistic 
privileges to the exclusion of others. 
You are quite willing that all nations of 
the world shall compete with you in the 
business and industrial development of 
the’ American Continent. 


Fighting for Self-Development. 


‘“ Now, that is a doctrine which we un- 
derstand, and as we view your open- 


; door policy we believe that it means al- 





| most exactly the same thing. You are 
; fighting for the principle of self-devel- 
|; opment on the continent of Asia, and as 
such we are fighting for exactly the 


same principle. We want the right of 
self-development, the right to preserve 
our national existence, and that is what 
you would have us enjoy. 

‘““You have demonstrated the bene- 
fits of this doctrine in your relations 
with the countries of South America, 
with Mexico, with Cuba, with Canada. 
You have brought about a condition of 
peace among the nations of the New 
| World that closely approaches the ideal. 
We believe that ultimately you will ac- 
complish the same ideals among va- 
rious nations that border on the Pa- 
cific and in your efforts you can count 
upon the fullest possible assistance of 
China's 400,000,000 people, whose friend- 
ship you have and who trust you to a 
tremendous degree.’’ 

Dr. Sze then discussed the need for 
the development of China. She wanted 
to ‘develop her mines, here factories, 
her industries. She wanted to build 
highways, ratlroads and canals. 
wanted to straighten her rivers 


lands into fertile, productive fields. She 
wanted peace. and she demanded: 

“The right to self-development unhin- 
dered by outside aggressive, political, 
territorial and economic influences.”’ 

If this were given to her, said Minister 
Sze, ‘‘ China will make her contribution 
to world reconstruction, and when that 
day comes, there will be sufficient pros- 
perity for all our near neighbors as well 
as our distant neighbors.” 


China’s Part in the War. 


The Minister reviewed the part that 
China had taken in the war “largely 
because of the fine example of the 
United States of America.’’ He told 
of the war’s effects upon the Chinese 
mind, of the productive possibilities of 
his country and of the transition 
through which it was passing—ea transi- 


tion that he compared to the growth 
and development of the United States 
and of the much-discussed financial 
situation in China. 

‘“‘In fact,”’ he said, “the financial 
situation in many countries is causing 
worry. Perhaps you read in the New 
York newspapers recently where the 
Banque Industrielle de Chine, one of 
the largest banks in China, failed after 
many years of operation in our country. 
I would call your attention to the fact 
that the Banque Industrielle de Chine 
was 2 bank that has always been man- 
aged by foreigners and never by Chinese. 
And when this bank failed a few months 
ago it was the Chinese bankers who 
came to the rescue and saved the situa- 
tion from a general financial crush. 

* China, the country that you are 
being told in certain quarters is not 
financially strong enough to look after 
its own affairs, was nevertheless strong 
enough to come to the rescue of the 
large French bank at a time when the 
foreign bankers themselves were unable 
to save the day.”’ 

This, said the Minister, demonstrated 
China’s willingness to play an active 
part in the world’s economic reconstruc- 
tion, but the difficulty had been that 
she did not have the free opportunity 
for development. Her weakness in na- 
tional —s? hed attracted covetous 


* This has produced-a situation in 
China that is generally recognized to 
constitute a menace to the _ world’s 
future peace and prosperity. Whether 
this condition is to continue largely de- 
pengs upon the attitude of the various 
nations which are to gather in Washing- 
ton this month.”

ions of what they nad seen as follows: 

Marshal Foch—The parade shows the 
great power and dignity of the American 
Legion. This power and dignity was 
developed in the World War. sag er 
the time I watched battalion after bat- 
talion passing I thought to myself here 
is the soul of the United States. Here 
are the men who fought for a great 
Principle and whose souls dominated 
everything in the struggle. Their souls 
now stand forth. These are men of high 
ideals, men who would make a fine 
backbone for any nation. We have the 
same spirit in France. It delighted me 
beyond measure today to see that spirit 
in the faces of the Americans who took 
part in the war. 

General Diaz—After seeing the pa- 
rade I became convinced that the Amer- 
ican soldier is one of the most dan- 
gerous types of fighters—the fighter 
who smiles. Give me the good-humored 
fighter above all others, the man who 
can undergo suffering and privation and 
still smile. Beneath an _ exterior of 
gayety and youthfulness the American 
Legion man has a spirit of great depth 
apd seriousness. Your men_ today 
marched marvelously. It pleased me 
ahove all things to see many natives of 
Italy in line. I would offer a simile as 
to the Italian living in the United States. 
He is like a man who has left his home 
lo take unto himself a wife. The Stars 
and Stripes he has wedded, the Stars 
and Stripes he has sworn to love and 
cherish unto death. Italy, his mother, 
he never will forget. Italy, like all 
mothers, sheds tears at losing her son, 
but smiles in the realization that his 
wife is fine and incomparable. And 
Italy welcomes the American Legion as 
a brother. 

Admiral Beatty—To me the parade 
was most inspiring and hopeful. It in- 
dicated that the spirit which governs the 
American Legion is a big one. It in- 
dicated that the legion is after doing 
good in the world. Here we have all 
branches of the service, soldiers, sailors 
and marines. The legion itself, in con- 
nection with the British Legion, has a 
power which is important to influence 
the world in a peaceful direction, and 
therefore is performing a service of 
great magnituie. 

General Jacques—It was a wonder- 
ful turn out, Your men maintained the 
military ne to perfection. They have 
the souls of eternal youth. They are 
sublime. The service women who 
marched—what can be said of them? 
Any use of the superlative in praise of 
American womanhood would be but a 
diminution of their real worth. 

General Pershing—I was tremendous- 
ly impressed with the bearing of the 
men, the precision of their marching and 
the evident discipline that they still 
maintain and which, no doubt, they will 
always maintain. I am glad to have had 
the opportunity of seeing again so many 
representatives of the great army we 
had in the war and to have met again 
so many of my comrades. The day is 
one I shall never forget. 


Six Governors Look On. 

With the reviewing officials in the 
stand were Governors Hyde of Missouri, 
Davis of Idaho, Allen of Kansas, Mc- 
Kelvie of Nebraska, Hartness of Ver- 
mont and Robertson of Oklahoma, and 
Vice President Coolidge.

three-quarters of an hour, owing to the 
fact that thousands of spectators sur- 
rounding the stand got beyond the con- 
trol of the police and helpless special 
officers. The use of automobiles and 
police motorcycles were necessary tu 


clear a space wide enough for the 
marchers to pass. 
Behind Foch, Pershing, Diaz, Beatty 
and Jacques, all of whom wore service 
uniforms out of compliment to the 
Legion, and not full regalia, were auto- 
mobiles filled with men to whom had 
been awarded the Congressional Medal 
of Honor, the country's highest decora- 
tion for valor. These were followed 
by wounded men still in _ neighboring 
hospitals, and then in alphabetical order 
the State departments of the Legion. 


Noisy Greeting in the Convention. 


Before this Marshal Foch and General 
Pershing had received a great welcome 
in the convention hall. That the roof 
was not almost raised from the hall by 
the legionaries’ noise when Foch and 
Pershing arrived was due to the fact 


that most of them were hoarse from 
running, shouting and cheering through 
Kansas City streets last night in car- 
rival spirit between divisional and regi- 
mental reunions at various hotels. As 
it was, Marshal Foch apparently was 
stunned by the volume of sound, 

The cheering and flag waving did 
not die dowm for several minutes, It 
seemed as if little more noise could be 
extracted from the yelling Legion men 
after Diaz, Beatty and Jacques made 
their appearance yesterday. But there 
was plenty of noise in reserve for Foch. 

‘“‘Snake dances’’ took place in all 
sections of the hall, and ushers fought 
with delegates to prevent them from 
planting their State emblems on the 
platform beside the two allied leaders. 

‘We have the pleasure,’’ said Na- 
tional Commander Emery, ‘ of enter- 
taining this morning two of the most 
distinguished soldiers in the world. 
Your commander is not going to waste 
any time on an introduction; they need 
none.”’ 

‘* No, no,’’ shouted the convention and 
the uproar began again. 

Pershing was the first to be presented. 
Missouri, his native State, brought its 
banner and placed it on the platform 
behind him. Other States claimed him 
for their own. Nebraska, Wyoming, 
Pennsylvania, Texas and the Philippines 
brought forth their standards and 
placed them beside Missouri. Others 
were fighting on the floor to come for- 
ward, but Pershing waved them back. 

‘*T seem to have lost my identity this 
morning,’’ he said, ‘‘ but if you will call 
me buddy I'll be contented to take my 
place behind you in the rear rank,.”’ 


Pershing’s Address of Welcome. 


In his address General Pershing in- 
voked the presence of Foch, Beatty, 
Diaz and Jacques as proof of the unity 
of allied veterans after the war in 


urging the formation of an allied vet- 
erans association. He said in welcom- 
ing them: 

‘‘I most cordially greet you, not only 
recalling the affectionate relationship of 
of other days, but also recognizing the 
patriotic unity that has grown ‘out of 
those associations and the common pur- 
poses that exist to uphold more faitrfully 
those ideals that lie at the foundation 
of this great republic of ours. 

‘*'M. le Marechal, the American Legion 
is peculiarly honored by your presence 
here among us. We extend an equally 
cordial welcome to that intrepid leader 
of Italy’s victorious armies that crushed 
the military autocracy of Austria, Gen- 
eral Diaz, and to the representative of 
the brave Belgian Army, whose courage 
defied the staggering biows of German 
militarism, General Jacques, and to the 
great Captain who commanded the Brit- 
{sh navai forces, whose efficiency on the 
seas made the land victory possible, Ad- 
miral Lord Beatty. 

‘The people of America everywhere 
await to do you konor personally. I am 
extremely delighted to extend to you the 
greetings of the American armies that 
crossed the sea to fight beside you. I 
am also honored to speak for my friends 
and neighbors here in Missouri and ac- 
cord 7 & most sincere welcome to this 
grand old State, where I was born and 
where I lived in boyrood.” 

General Pershing then spoke of the 
Legion and praised its campaigns for 
Americanism and kindred ideals, He 
urged it to continue its efforts to bring 
into being a military force, ‘ representa- 
tive of the people which in any future 
war will escape the results of unpre- 
parecons Len Fey re eg pt 

e also urge a e Legion bend its 
efforts toward obtaining all possible re- 
lief for incapacitated veterans of the 
war. The General predicted that great 
good would result from the coming con- 
erence on armament in Washington and 
that an understanding would be reached 
which would lessen to chances of war. 

With his thumbs in his Sam Browne 
belt, a characteristic attitude, Marshal 
Foch waited five minutes for the cheer- 
ing to subside before he began to speak. 
The Paris delegation brought its stand- 
ard to the platform, and General Per- 
shing placed that of Missouri beside it. 

Foch delivered his address in French, 
which was translated to the convention 
by Francis Drake, commander of the 
Paris post. There {is much of a re- 
minder of Roosevelt in “the Marshal's 
Gelivery of a speech to a large audience.

Speech of Marshal Foch. 


Marshal Foch’s address read: 

** Officers, non-commissioned officers 
and soldiers of the great American 
army, my dear comrades of the Amer- 
ican Legion: 

‘““T cannot tell you how great is my 
satisfaction at finding myself among 
you, valiant soldiers of 1918, to live 
again our glorious memories. Three 
years ago, on the first of November, 
1918, the entire American army in 
France took up vigorously the pursuit 
of the defeated enemy and did not halt 
until the German surrender. 

“Hour of glory for the American 
army, @® proper culmination for a mili- 
tary effort, prodigious alike in its in- 
tensity as in-its rapidity. Ong and all, 
you have had your share in it. You 
may well be proud}! 

‘“*In responding in mass to the call to 
arms of your Government, in equipping, 
training and organizing yourselves as 
rapidly as possible, you had in view only 
the purpose to take your place as soon 
as possible in the line of battle. 

‘“‘In numbers—Eighteen months after 
the declaration of war by the United 
States on Germany, the American army 
had passed from effectives of 9,500 offi- 
cers and 125,000 men to 180,000 officers 
and 3,500,000 men, 

“Effort of organization—If, in the 
month of March, 1918, you had in 
France but six divisions, six months 
later you had forty-one, of which thirty- 
one snenged in battle. 

“ Effo in instruction—In order to 
have officers, non-commissioned officers 
and men rapidly trained, you multiplied 
in America as in France, your schools 
and camps, which became centres of 
prodigious activity. In order to arm 
you and encamp you the American 
manufactories worked without respite 
and supplied all your needs. 

_‘‘ Admirable effort also in transporta- 
tion—You swept away every obstacle 
which interfered with bringing your 
units from the centres of instruction to 
the ports of embarkation. In France, 
you improved the ports of debarkation, 
created new installations, increased the 
traffic of the railroad system by work 
of all kinds and multiplied your store- 
houses and hospitals. 

‘‘ Your shipyards were organized for 
intensive production in such a way that 
when the war ended you utilized for 
your ocean transportation almost four 
millions of marine tonnage, instead of 
94,000 available at the beginning of the 
war. 

‘* And meanwhile your splendid war 
fleet, thanks to its vigilance and its 
| fine military qualities, protected with an 
jefficlency to which I am happy to pay 
tribute here, the transportation of your 
troops and material. 

‘*A prodigious effort on the part of 
your entire nation’s intelligence, will- 
power and energy! A prodigious effort 
which has filled your associates with ad- 
miration and gratitude and confounded 
your enemy! 

‘“‘This splendid spirit of an_ entire 
nation we find again on the battlefields 
of France, where it was blazoned in the 
admirable virtues of bravery and hero- 
ism. It was the spirit of the Second 
and Third American Army Divisions 
which, one month later, took part in 
the Battle of the Marne C 
guished themselves immediately in the 


operations around Chateau-Thierry and |

in Belleau Wood. Again 
spirit of those five divisions which, on 
July 18, participated in the victorious 
counter-offensive of the Tenth and Sixth 
French Armies, between the Aisne and 
the Marne and contributed in great 
measure to that victory. 


“Finally, it was that spirit which ani- | 


mated all the American Army when, on 
July 24, General Pershing formed your 
splendid units under his own direct com- 
mand. On Sept. 12, 1918, the first Amer- 
ican Army delivered its first battle on 
the soil of France, It dislodged the 
enemy from the St. Mihiel salient, where 
he had entrenched himself for nearly 
|four years, and threw him back beyond 
the foot of the hills of the Meuse. From 
the very first the American Army en- 
| tered into glory. How many further 
| laurels was it yet to win? 

i ‘* The St. Mihiel operation was nearly 
| ended when the American Army at- 
tacked on a new front. On Sept. 25 it 
was engaged on the right wing of the 
vast allled offensive. The point of 
direction assigned to it was Meziéres, on 
the Meuse. Deployed from the left 
bank of the Meuse to the eastern con- 
fines of Champagne, it had three army 
corps in line on a front of nearly forty 
kilometers. Before it stretched the 
region of the Argonne, formidable em- 
placement of the German defense, a 
wooded terrain, rugged, difficult in its 
very nature, and rendered more so b 

all the defensive organizations whic 

had been accumulated there during the 
last four years. 

‘‘Nothing could discourage or check 
your army. It threw itself with gener- 
ous ardor into the immense mélée. The 
task was a rude one, but it was carried 
out to a thorough finish. Fighting 
without respite night and day for a 
month, advancing in > ay of the pitfalls 
and the counter-attacks of the fs pr 
it succeeded, Ixy pure force of tenacity 
and heroism, in liberating the wild 
region of the Argonne. After St. Mihiel, 
it could now inscribe proudly upon its 
banners the name of the Argonne! 

‘On the sixteenth of October this 
great task was finished, it joined hands 
with the Fourth French Army in the 
defile of Grand Pre. In consequence of 
this, the enemy’s resistance was severely 
shaken; the moment had arrived to give 
him the final blow. 


Final Sweeps of Victory. 


“On Nov. 1, just. three years ago 
today, the first American Army again 
attacked and, in a splendid advance, 
reached Buzancy, penetrating the Ger- 
man liné for more than ten kilometers. 
The enemy this time retired definitely; 
the Stars and Stripes at once took up 
the pursuit and, six days later, floated 
victoriously over the Meuse reconquered. 
After St. Mihiel, after the Argonne, the 
American banners now bore the name 
of Meuse! In a few months you had 
taken 45,000 prisoners and 1,400 cannon 
from the. enemy. ; 

‘“‘Glory to the first American army, 
glory also to those of your divisions 
which, distributed among the French 
and British armies, contributed in great 
measure to the final success, whether 
with the Fifth French Army to the 
northwest of Rheims or with the Fourth 
French Army, in which they carried, in 
m ificent assault, the strong positions 
of Orfeuilles; or; again, with the Brit- 
ish armies for the capture of the famous 
Hindenburg line, or with the group of 
armies of Flanders, pursuing the enemy 
on the road to Brussels. 

*“ During this time your second army 
impatiently awaited to attack in its turn 
in the direction of Metz, which already 
was stretching her arms to us for de- 
liverance; but, harassed and defeated, 
the enemy laid down his arms! A sol- 
emn hour, which compensated for all 
the sacrifices freely consented to for 
the cause of yest, si 

**It is you who nee made these sac- 
rifices. ore than 75,000. of your coun- 
trymen were buried in the soll of 
France. May they rest in peace. Your 

nch brothers in arms watch over 

em. Glory to you who survive them 
and who enjoy victorious peace. You 
way well -be proud of your past ex- 
pliots. 

“Your country had asked of you to 
lay low a redoubtable enemy. You have 
laced him at your mercy, and, after 
Faving assured every guarantee for the 
liberty of our peoples, you have imposed 
upon him the peace which our Govern- 
ments have dictated. Has not your task 
been completely fulfilled? 

“As for me, the great honor of my 
fe will be to have guided along the 
road of victory the American army of

Foch Dedicates Memorial Site. 


On the grassy slopes of the site where 
will be built Kansas City’s memorial to 
the war dead, minute guns were fired 
from early morning until noon, when 
the site was dedicated by Marshal Foch. 
Beatty, Diaz and Jacques laid wreaths 


on the temporary altar. Thirty thou- 
sand people stood in the Union Station 
plaza at the foot of the memorial and 
silently watched the exercises from a 
distance, 

There is no doubt that the convention 
of the Legion made a tremendous im- 
pression on each of the distinguished 
visitors. Every detail of their arrival 
at the convention hall was arranged 
with military precision. 

Alton T. Roberts, Chairman of the 
Legion’s National Reception Commit- 
tee, had even gone to the extent of pub- 
lishin pamphlets containing the 
speeches of each of the war chiefs. In 

e¢ cage of General Diaz his speech 
was printed in Italian on one sheet, 
with the English version on the opposite 
sheet; in the case of Foch, French on 
one sheet and Bnglish on the other; in 


the case of Jacques, French Belgian on 
one sheet and English on the other. 
These pamphlets were given to every- 
one in the hall. 
\< Legion Impresses Visitors. 
The distinguished visitors expressed 
themselves as follows on their impres- 


sions of the convention itself: 

Marshal Foch—The convention testified 
to me that all ex-soldiers are brothers, 
closely united in the United States and 
also among the Allies. The Americans 


saw us in France and liked us. We saw 
them in France and admired them tre- 
mendously, not only as fighters but for 
their spirit of generosity and self-sac- 
rifice. The convention has conviced me 
that the American Legion is an estab- 
lished power in the United States—a 
power for truth and equality. 

General Diaz—Not until I faced the 
convention did 1 realize the power of 
the American Legion in the United 
States. Here was a huge hall packed 
with enthusiastic people who had made 
many sacrifices to fight for a great prin- 
ciple, who tad returned to civilian life 
silently, uncomplainingly, and who now 
are working to develop the very best in 
their country. ‘The greeting they gave 
me stirred me tremendously. It was not 
to me as an individual that they gave 
their greeting. It was to the representa- 
tive of an ancient and noble country— 
Italy. May the relations between Italy 
and the United States always remain as 
fine as they now are, and may the peo- 
pie of the United States realize that 
taly is her true friend, because there is 
much Italian blood in the blood of Amer- 


ca. 

Admiral Beatty—The welcome which 
was accorded me in the convention hall 
was of deepest significance as indicat- 
ing the depth: of feeling which exists be-

General Jacques—When I faced the 
convention I thought of Belgium's suf- 
fering, and I thought: ‘‘ Here are the

Tomorrow, the last day of its con- 
vention, the Legion’s National Com- 
mander for the next year will be chosen. 
A score of candidates have been placed 


in the field, and no predictions could 
be made tonight as to the probable out- 
come of the balloting. 

The Missouri delegation is solidly be- 
hind the candidacy of its former State 
Commander, Jack Williams of Joplin, 
while Illinois has brought forward Colo- 
nel Milton Forman and Oklahoma will 
urge General Roy Hoffman. 

At a secret meeting of the Ohio dele- 
gation early this morning plans -were 
laid for springing the name of Brig. 
Gen, Charles G. Dawes, Director of the 
Federal Budget, on the convention.

In the Dominion, eutit 
ever, he asserted that the Roman Cath- | 
olic clergy had aided in the fight 
against unionization, by telling the} 
workers “to look after their families | 
first.’ Telling how efforts had been 
made to head off the paper mill strike 
which has been on since May, he added: 
. ‘*The unions would not listen to us 
and we tried to approach the employes 
as individuals, but on the first of May 
they closed up our eighteen mills, The 
strike has been running on until today, 
and we have been trying to point out the 

reat loss to the employes, who have lost 

6,500,000 in wages. Now, there are 
about 80 per cent. who want to come 
back with us, but the unidns are shoot- 
ing men and insulting those who want 
to come back and they are in fear of 
their lives if they do so, They are en- 
couraged to do so by a lot of petty little 
officeholders of small consequence.”’ 

Mr. Rowntree’s viewpoint was: 

‘The more I see of American indus- 
tries the more I believe that the differ- 
ence between the industrial manage- 
ment here and in England is superficial. 
I deal with nineteen great unions in our 
factories. I feel that we are feeling our 
way there just as you are here. On the 
whole, we have had little trouble. We 
prefer to deal with the trade unions.

NORTH DAKOTA BANK STAYS. 


Independents Fail to Pass Law to| 
Liquidate the League Concern. 


FARGO, N. D., Nov. 1 (Associated 
Press).—While opponents of the Non- 
Partisan League in North Dakota suc- 
ceeded in ousting three league-endorsed 
State officials in last Friday's recall 
election, they failed in their efforts to 
pass an initiated law providing for 
liquidation of the State Bank of North 
Dakota. 

The measure to liquidate the bank, 
which wa sestablished as part of the 
league’s program for State ownership 
of industries, was defeated by a ma- 
jority of from 4,000 to 6,000, as were 
also three proposed constitutional 
amendments and five other initiated 
laws. 


A group of independent newspapers 
tabulating unofficial returns tonight 
gave the three independents elected to 
replace the recalled State officials ma- 
jorities of from 4,200 to 6,000. 

Governor Lynn J. Frazier, defeated by 
R. A. Nestos, independent, will con- 
tinue in office for approximately an- 
other month, as twenty days are allowed 
for certification of returns to the Sec- 
retary of State, who has ten days in 
which to prepare the returns for the 
official canvassing board. ‘ 

Immediately after the canvassing 
board has announced its findings, the 
Governor, Attorney. General filliam 
Lemke and John N. Hagin, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and Labor, will 
step out, and their places will be taken, 
respectively, by Nestos, Sveinbjorn 
Johnson and Joseph A. Kitchin.

“‘T think it is due to the country as

In fact, so far as one indi- 
vidual Senator may do so, I demand 
that he do so.’’ 


Watson Defies Wadsworth. 


“‘I will tell the Senator from New 
York face to face, foot to foot, shoulder 
to shoulder,’’ Senator Watson replied, 
“that I defy him. We are equals here 
and no Senator has a right to put de- 
mands upon another. I say I defy him 
and I defy his demands, and I am not 
going to appear before any committeo 
of which he is Chairman, but will meet 
him face to face on the floor of the 
Senate. 


‘I am not in the habit of making 


statements which I cannot sustain. Men 
who for thirty years-have met me at the 
bar know that. Senators who meet 
me in debaté here are beginning to 
learn that. 1 meant every word I said 
and I can prove it. I did not have to 
paint the picture; I have got that pic- 
ture of the gallows upon which I say 
soldiers were hanged in violation of all 
law. I can produce the picture hastily 
taken of at least one of the gallows 
upon which white men, volunteering as 
it was said to save civilization and 
make the world safe for democracy, 
were hanged like dogs. I can produce 
the witnesses, if it were safe for the 
witnesses to appear, to prove that men 
were shot by their officers without any 
kind of trial. 

‘*In the hospitals wounded men were 





neglected. The officers made courtesans 


of too many of the nurses, ngt all of 
them, but too many of them. In the 
jr me on the roadside, wounded and 
suffering, dying, these men were treat- 
ed inhumanly and I was told so by the 
men themselves.” 

“Does the Senator mean to say,’ 
asked Senator Spencer of Missouri, 
‘*that ‘they,’ meaning, I presume, the 
Army of the United States, had gallows 
on which men were hanged day after 
day without court-martial or any other 
form of trial? ’’ 

“I mean exactly that,’’ answered Sen- 
ator Watson. ‘‘ The order of an officer 
was enough. This country has never 
learned one-half of what our soldiers 
suffered. The private soldier has told 
me that he would march on the wet, 
cold, half-frozen ground, bare-footed, 
begging for shoes, when, as we all know, 


we had mountains of shoes, ready to 
give away to France, apparently. 

‘‘I say there were inhumanities prac- 
ticed and if we do not combat this offi- 
cer caste we will soon go back to where 
it used to be in Dngland and in France, 
where a marine could be flogged or half- 
flogged to death, with a surgeon stand- 
ing beside him, holding his watch, and 
telling the floggers to what limit they 
could whip him without killing him. 

‘“We are building up here in this 
country a militarism just like that of the 
Kaiser and his staff. The man is be- 
coming nothing. The officer is becom- 
ing everything. The civillan is becoming 
nothing. The militarist is becoming 
everything; and the mere fact that the 
Chairman of the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee can demand that I come before 
him, and let him try my case, is proof of 
all that I have safd.’’ 

‘The Senator from Georgia,’’ replied 
Senator Wadsworth, ‘‘ apparently de- 
clines to produce any testimony to sub- 
stantiate his charge on the grounds that 
if the witnesses were to come before the 
Military Affairs Committee they would 
incur some danger. If the Senator will 
not substantiate this charge, decline 
to do so, very well, the responsibility 
is his. but I rise just at this moment to

Says Picture Came From Gievres. 


Near the close of one of his several 
speeches Senator Watson said that the 
gallows picture had been taken at 
Gievres, France. 

“In my campaign speeches in At- 
lanta,’’ he added, ‘‘ when I referred to 
that photograph there were a number 
of ex-service men in one of my audi- 
ences who cried out that they had seen 
the gallows in the picture, and they told 
me that they knew twenty-one men had 
been on it and that others were wait- 
ing to be hanged, one after the other, 
morning after rnorning, at sunrise. The 
gallows was in a little dell in a clump 
of pines behind the camp, where it could 
not be seen. If a court-martial, or any 
other court, condemns a man to death, 
why should that court hide the gallows 
or hide the cause of the crime?” 

Senator Watson repeated that he

GOMPERS ATTACKS 
ANDERSON'S DECREE 


Declares Injunctions Like This 
Will Drive Labor to Radical- 
ism for Self-Protection. 


DENIES CONSPIRACY CHARGE 


Men Are Organizing in West Vir- 


ginia, He Says, to Destroy 


Mine-Owner Autocracy.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Such injunc- 
tions as that handed down by Judge 
Anderson against the United Mine 
Workers would soon cause a revolution 
in the ranks of organized labor, accord- 
ing to Samuel Gompers, President of 
the American Federation of Labor, who 
declared today that decisions of this 
character would force the working peo- 
ple to take matters into their own hands 
no matter what the outcome. Speaking 
of “legislation calculated to repress 
and oppress,’’ Mr. Gompers remarked: 

“‘If there isn’t a safety valve for an 
engine, it certainly, to put it mildly, is 
not a good thing for the engine." 

Mr. Gompers said Judge Anderson had 
been an advocate of the open shop and 
had ‘‘ thrown the whole weight of his 
position often against the working men 
and women.’’ The Judge's attitude, in 
his court, he added, had been ‘‘ that of 
2 slave - driver, especially toward 
counsel representing working people.’’ 
Hughes, he asid, had received some re- 
spect from Anderson, but nobody else. 


Calis It Blow to Conservative Labor. 


Mr, Gompers made this verbal state- 
ment early in the day: 

“The action of Judge Anderson and 
other judges in handing down decisions 
of such character will simply make it 
impossible to have law-abiding, patriotic 
American organization of the working 
people. Such decisions take out of the 
hand of the rational and orderly labor 
movement anything like progressive, 
forward-meving and forward-looking 
activities that shall protect the working 
people in their work and standards of 
life or to bring about some improvement 
in their life and their work. 

“If the orderly, well-regulated, patri- 
otic labor movement of America as it 
exists and has been conducted for more 
than forty years, if these activities aré 
outlawed, the conservative element will 
be eliminated and will be of absolutely 
no use to the working people of this 
country. 

“The working people of the United 
States will find some way to express 
themselves, to protect themselves, and 
to protest against conditions imposed 
upon them in decisions such as Judge 
Anderson’s. They will make short shift 
of their conservative leaders and will 
find others to guide, or go with them 
in a course not quite so reasonable or 
normal as at present. 

“‘For the life of me I can’t under- 
stand how any man, such as Judge 
Anderson, cannot have perception to see 
that the course pursued by the Ameri- 
can labor movement expresses the 
minimum demand of the laboring people 
of the United States as compensation 
for their services to the country,’' 

A formal statement given out later by 
Mr. Gompers, read: 

** Judge Anderson has granted another 
injunction. He has ordained that the 
United Mine Workers of America shall 
not organize in the Williamson coal 
field of West Virginia and Kentucky. 

“Whatever Judge Anderson may have 
given as his reason for issuing this in- 
junction, the sum total of his command 
is that miners jn this district shall cease 
uniting in voluntary organization for the 
advancement and protection of. their 
rights and interests. 


Says Men Won't Cease From Organizing. 


“Judge Anderson says there was a 
conspiracy between the miners and the 
mine owners to organize this field as a 
means of destroying competition. The 
reason for organizing in West Virginia 
is not to destroy competition or for any 
such reason. It is to destroy persecu- 
tion, to destroy mine-owner autocracy, 
to destroy rule by gunmen, to civilize 
the mines, to make human life better 
. and more livable, to destroy the abuses 
| and the oppressions of the profit-making 
' wyine owners, That is the purpose of 
| organization. 

“Judge Anderson says to these men 
| that they must not unite. They must not 
' help themselves and each other to be 
free. They must stand each man singly 
and alone against the great power of 
the mine owners and their private 
armies. 

. ‘* Does any man imagine that working 
people in the year 1921 are going to 
cease from organizing? Does any man 
imagine that men today are going to 
forsake freedom, forsake the struggle 
for better conditions, forsake the fight 
for freedom from the iron heel of 
industrial oppression? 

“It has been thé considered and de- 
liberate action of conventions of the 
American Federation of Labor that in- 
junctions of this character must be dis- 
regarded, be the consequences what they 
may. The fight for liberty and free- 
dom cannot be stopped by an order from 
an autocratic Judge. One man, clothed 
with temporary authority, cannot stay 
the progress of the multitude, nor’ can 
he kill the aspirations of humanity. 
The flaws and errors of our democratic 
political system will not dictate a back- 
ward course to our whole social organ- 
ization. 

“The miners are enjoined from or- 
ganizing on the ridiculous grounds that 
the act of organizing on their part re- 
strains interstate commerce. Judges 
also have said that to free little children 
from grinding toil also interferes with in- 
terstate commerce. The god of com- 
merce always finds some to serve and 
to betray humanity into bondage. 


Refers to the Clayten Law. 


“The Clayton law, the law of our 
land, declares that ‘the labor of a hu- 
man being is not a commodity or arti- 
cle of commerce.’ 

“ Relating specifically to injunctions in 
connection with the relations of workers 
and employers, Section 20 of the Clay- 
ton law sets forth in clear and unmis- 


takable language the right of the work- 
ers to freedom from judicial usurpating 
injunctive process. 

“The injunction forbids men to or- 
ganize. The Bill of Rights gives them 
the constitutional freedom and the Clay- 
ton act gives them the guarantee of 
statute law. Judge Anderson sweeps 
away both of these guarantees as if 
they were but the merest scraps of pa- 
‘per, He plays the part of autocrat 
well, indeed, but sooner or later every 
autocrat has his fall. Injunctions can- 
not £o on forever. 

“Injunctions will not stop organiza- 
tion of the workers. Organization of 
the workers will rise superior to in- 
junctions. Principles may be trampled 
upon by rulers, but the great principles 
of right and justice have survived ages 
upon ages of desperate tyrants. 

“* Judge Anderson may fill jails with 
liberty-loving men, but he cannot and 

not destroy the cause for which 
they give their liberty. It is fortunate 
that principles claim such profound al- 
from mankind, else humanity 

weuid never have risen from the abyss.

BANDITS GET $6,500 
IN PAYROLL HOLD-UP 


Armed Pair Halt Two Messen- 
gers in Vestibule of a Plant 
in West 40th Street. 


GET AWAY IN AN AUTO 


One of Men Identified in Rogues’ 
Gallery as a Prisoner Recently 
Released on Bail. 


Armed bandits held up two messen- 
gers carrying a payroll of at least 
$6,500 at the entrance to the packing 
house of the New York Butchers’ 
Dressed Meat Company, 495 Eleventh 
Avenue, and escaped with the money in 
an automobile yesterday morning. 

The messengers were Joseph Meyer- 
owitz, paymaster and head watchman 
of the company, and Frederick Stropple, 
who drove a Ford touring car in which 
Meyerowitz carried the payroll to the 
Plant every Tuesday. Yesterday morn- 
ing they drove to the Fifth Avenue 
Bank of New York, at Fifth Avenue 
and Forty-fourth Street, got the money, 
put it in a bag, and drove back to the 
factory, which occupies the whole block 
front on Eleventh Avenue, from Thirty- 
ninth to Fortieth Streets. 

They drove to the entrance of the 
cffices, on Fortieth Street, just west 
of Eleventh Avenue, and walked up 


some steps into a little vestibule off 
the elevator shaft.

lic as follows: 

“*I am going to ask each of you to go 
back to those that you represent and 
ask if they will appoint an arbiter on 
each side and let the two select a third. 
If they cannot select a third, to desig- 
nate somebody such as possibly the

retary of Labor or the Governor of the 
State or some other person to select the 
third in event that-two arbiters cannot 
agree upon the third; an@ submit the 
question of an increase of $5 a week and 
the vacation of two weeks to them for 
arbitration.’’ 

Mr. Briggs placed the blame for -th< 
strike on I. Elkin Nathans, Secretary of 
the-Milk Conference Board. He.said: 

“For sixteen years we have beer suc- 
cessful in our relations with the heads 
of the Borden, Sheffield Farms and 
other companies, but since Nathans en- 
tered the negotiations we have had 
trouble. The heads of most of the 
companies have worked themselves up 
grom.the ranks and no matter how much 
we have argued in the past we have un- 
derstood one another. 

“There would not have been any 
strike if it wasn't for Nathans.’’ 

Asked what Mr. Nathans had sug- 

ested toward a settlement in the con- 
erence, Mr. Briggs replied: 

“Nathans is a dumb-bell. He ain’t 
said anything. I want you to quote me 
as saying so.” 

Mr. Briggs said he had promised to 
attend the conference and that the mat- 
ter of arbitration would be put to the 
men at a mass meeting in Madison 
Square Garden, probably tonight, if a 
disagreement resulted. 


Rights of the Public. 


The conference between the 
heads and the distributers yesterday 
afternoon was called by th@ Mayor in a 
telegram, in which he said: ‘‘ From the 


point of view of the public, the situation 
that arises because of the dispute be- 
tween you is intolerable. Whatever the 
merits may be, and whichever is in the 
right, the controversy should be ad- 
justed without discomfort or incon- 
venience to the public and without jeop- 
ardizing the health and lives of the 
babies, children and invalids in the com- 
munity.” ‘ 

About the same time that the Mayor’s 
telegram was going to both sides, Com- 
missioner of Public Welfare Bird S. 
Coler said: h 

‘I know nothing about the merits of 
this controversy, but, in my opinion, any 
effort to take away milk from _ sick 
mothers and infant children is nothing 
short of murder.” 

With the exception of eight of the 
smaller companies, which were reported 
to have signed the union scale, the 
strike prevented retail deliveries 
throughout the metropolitan district and 
inconvenienced hundreds of thousands 
of consumers. 

There were approximately 2,500,000 
quarts of milk at the local distributing 
Gepots and stations yesterday morning, 
when long lines of men, women and 
children, provided with cans, bottles and 
other reccptacles, began forming at the 
different establishments. 

Despite the drizzling rain there were 
women holding in thelr arms crying ba- 
bies forced to go without their morning 
fo0d because the milkman did not come 
around; there were hungry children 
whose breakfasts had ben delayed; 
there were sop. very angry fathers, 
made late fcr work by the necessity 
of standing in ‘tne to obtain the daily 
miik supply for their families. 

Mothers with babies received the pref- 
erence, but large quantities of milk were 
handed out to maids and others who 
went to the stations in automobiles and 


taxicabs. 


Harvest for Pushcart Men. 


Many persons reaped a harvest of coin 
by loading pushcarts with bottled milk 
and selling it to families, who were 
giad to welcome any source of supply. 
Business men and others who had auto- 


mobiles and tructs volunteered to haul 
milk to the poor and others unable to 
get to the milk stations. 

The situation was the worst in the 
Bronx. At the main office of the Shef- 
field Farms Company there was a double 
line of 750 persons at one time. At 
180th Street and Park Avenue_more than 
400 persons were in line. Other stations 
were similarly taxed. 

Borden’s Bronx station at 342 Bast 
133d Street was besieged for several 
hours by mothers with baby carriages 
and babies in their arms. Many women 
were drenched with the rain, and more 
than fifty babies were crying simul- 
taneously. 

‘“*My husband is a driver on strike,’’ 
confided one woman to another, who 
had two empty milk bottles. ‘‘I told 
him not to go out for the sake of the 

abies. He didn’t like the idea himself, 

ut he tells me there are a bunch of 
Bolsheviki running the workers and he 
is up against it.’’ 

Similar scenes were enacted in Brook- 
lyn and in Manhattan, but there was 
no serious disorder, although groups of 
strikers loitered in the vicinity of the 
plants and hooted and jeered the weary 
consumers in their efforts to get milk. 
The police, however, were out in force 
and scattered the strikers and pa- 
thizers whenever a crowd gathered.

Seventy-six Physicians on the Staff. 


Seventy-six physicians are on the 


‘“‘pay clinic’’ staff. They are members 
of the faculty of Cornell University 
Medical College, and they include many 
distinguished specialists. The staff is 
distributed among the different depart- 
ments of the clinic as follows. Medical, 
twelve; surgery, seven; obstetrics, four; 
genito-urinary, ten; neurology, twelve; 
psychiatry, seven; dermatology, five; 
otelogy (ear diseases), four; Laryng- 
ology (throat diseases), five; orthopedic 
surgery, four; eye diseases, including 
fitting of glasses, six. 

About one-third of the cases treated 
at the clinic were in the general medical 
division. Almost a fourth went to the 
clinic for general health examinations. 
Of the special clinics, the ear, nose and 
throat divisions and skin and eye di- 
visions treated the largest numbers. 

The present clinic hours are from 1:30 
to 4 P. M. daily, either with or without 
appointment, and from 5 to 7:30 P. M. 
on Tuesdays and Fridays. 

Dr. Walter N. Niles, dean of the med- 
ical college, has asked the co-operation 
of medical societies and physicians in 
this city. 

‘“The medical profession,’’ he said, 
‘is offered the co-operation of a group 
of specialists, to which it may refer 
needy cases for general diagnosis or 
single examination. Cases so referred 
will be returned to the physician after 
careful study with a written report of 
findings and recommendations for treat- 
jment. No case referred to the clinic 
will be given treatment except at the 


direct request of the referring physician. | 


No Desire to Compete. 

‘* The desire to co-operate, not to com- 
pete, with the general practitioner is 
}emphasized. The college looks to him 
in referring cases, to protect both the 
medical profession and the clinic against 
abuse. 

“The diagnostic clinic will be directed 
by the Department of Internal Medi- 
cine, which will analyze the reports of 
the specialists in connection with the 
laboratory findings and after consulta- 
tion determine upon the diagnosis and 
proper treatment. The members of the 
college faculty will exercise direct su- 
peryision and control over the work in 
the clinics and will take an active part 
in the diagnostic procedure. Members 
of the profession who wish to accom- 
pany their patients will be welcomed at 
the clinic.’’ 

The Academy of Medicine and the 
County Medical Society have been asked 
to co-operate.

Ambassadors to meet two of the Little 
Entent’s demands, namely, that the 


deposition of all Hapspurgs be pro- 
claimed by the Hungarian Government, 
and that additional measures be taken 
tv assure the disarmament of Hungary.

ADROIT THIEF DRUGS 


Takes $20,000 in Jewels From} 
Home of Son-in-Law of Late 
Senator Dryden. 


18 WERE ASLEEP IN sounel 


No Doors Untocked, No Knowledge 
of How Drug Was Applied, 
No Nolse, No Clue. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BERNARDSVILLE. N. J., Nov. 1.— 
The clever Raffles who robbed the 
home of Colonel Anthony R. Kuser, 
Vice President of the Public Service 
Corporation of New Jersey, early this 
morning, after drugging all but one 
member of the Kuser family, left a 
triple mystery behind him. 3 

Members of the Kuser household and 
detectives were asking themselves how 
the man got into the house, with its 
eighteen tenants; how he chloroformed 
the dozing family, and how he got away 
with $20,000 in jewels, leaving no clue 
beyond the patent evidence of robbery. 

Alexander Hill, the watchman, says he 
spent the night awake in a telephone 
room directly beneath the only window 
the burglar could have entered to gain 
admittance to the suite occupied ‘by 
Colonel and Mrs.:Kuser and their 11- 
year-old daughter Cynthia. About 2 
o’clock Edith Brewsher, the butler’s 
wife, heard what she thought was a 
muffled shot. Mrs. John R. Russell, 
mother of Mrs. John Dryden Kuser, felt 
the vibration and heard the sound of a 
powerful drill at about the same time. 
The rooms from which the jewelry was 
taken had locked and bolted doors. The 
windows were barred by heavy screens, 
which could not be raised without con- 
siderable noise. 


Doors Locked and Bolted. 


The rooms occupied by Colonel Kuser 
and his wife and those occupied by John 
Dryden Kuser, the Colonel’s son, and 
his wife were separated by a _ boltcd 
door. All the doors were iocked when 
the robbery was discovered at 6:30 
o’clock this morning. ‘“The burglaa 
either sprayed us with chloroform 
through the screens or he got into the 
rooms in some way before we retired,” 
Colonel Kuser said today. ‘* The whole 
affair is most mysterious.’’ Colonei 
Kuser said he had retired after midnight 
and was aroused at 1:05 o’clock by a 
sound in the bathroom adjoining his 


room. 
‘“*{ elosed the door of the bath ad- 


mitting to my room—there were two 
doors—and went back to bed. I am a 
very light sleeper. About half an hour 
later I was awakened by a slight touch 
on my face, near my right eye, and I 
raised my hand to find out what it was. 
It felt as if a June bug, in cruising 
through the air, had brought up sharply 
against the bridge of my nose. I tried 
to arouse myself, but must have gone 
to sleep at once. 

“at 4 o’clock I was awakened by a 
violent headache and then went to sleep 
again. At 6:49 Mrs. Kuser rushed into 
my room from hers and asked why the 
doors admitting to her room had been 
closed. We never closed those doors. 
She said she had called me half a dozen 
times, after finding some of my clothes, 
which I had laid aside in my room upon 
retiring, in her sitting room. 

‘“‘Mrs. Kuser complained of a violent 
headache, as did my little daughter, and 
my son and his wife. Apparently all of 
us were drugged, but how? No cdor of 
chloroform lingered in the rooms, yet we 
all felt that we had been under the in- 
fluence of some drug. 

‘“‘T found that the thief had taken my 
change purse, containing a small sum of 
money, had rifled my pocketbook, over- 
looking $50 in cash, and had taken my 
watch, a gift of the late Senator John 
Dryden, my father-in-law, a beautiful 
pair of diamond cuff buttons, and a set 
of pearl studs. A large diamond set 
was pinned on a cushion in one of the 
drawers the burglar opened, but appar- 
ently he did not see it. It would have 
been his most valuable prize.’’ 


Mrs. Kuser’s Jewels Safe. 


Mrs. Kuser, who inherited much valu- 
able jewelry from her mother, the wife 
of the founder of the Prudential Life 
Insurance Company, lost comparatively 
nothing of value, as her jewelry was in 


a safety deposit box. John Dryden 
Kuser, former editor of The Prince- 
tonian, the Princeton University paper, 
and his wife suffered most at the bur- 
glar’s hands. He missed articles valued 
at $2,000, including a valuable watch, 
and his wife lost jewels valued at $13,000. 

To enter the room in which the 
younger Kuser and his wife slept, the 
burglar, if there were not two, would 
have been forced to climb to the secong 
story at another point at the rear of the 
house, twenty-five feet higher, as this 
apartment was shut off from the other 
by bolts and locks. The window ledges 
of young Kuser’s rooms were overlaid 
with dust, indicating that the thief had 
not got in that way. In addition to the 
valuable articles of jewelry, he walked 
off with a suit of clothes. 

The same methods were employed in 
passing through the two separate apart- 
ments with their sleeping occupants. 
On awakening, the Kusers found that 
the sound of opening and ——— of 
doors within the apartments had been 
eliminated by toweling banked against 
the door jamb. The thief or thieves 
had vanished, doors and windows, only 
two of which were open, were locked as 
usual and screens in place, but tho 
rifling of the two apartments had been 
nearly complete. 

The gardener, Whitrock, told detec- 
tives that he heard an automobile ap- 
proaching or leaving the éstate at 10 
o’clock over a road little traveled by 
members of the family. There appeared 
to be no reason why he should investi- 
gate, so he did not. Detectives found no 
explanation for the muffled shot or the 
drilling. 

Colonel Kuser, who offered a reward 
of $2,500, which was supplemented by a 
similar reward of $2,500 by the Preferred 
Accident Insurance Company, witrk: of- 
fices at 2 Rector Street, said he had ab- 
solute confidence in his servants. The 
consideration of an ‘‘inside job’’ was 
unthinkable. A former servant, he 
thought, may have given away the plan 
of the house. ColoneJohn A. Roebling, 
son of Wastington Roebling, of the en- 
gineering family noted for the building 
of the Brooklyn Bridge, spent the day at 
Mine Mount, aiding detectives and Chief 
of Police Stryker in their investigation. 

A list of stolen articles, it was said, 
would be made public today. As to- 
taled tonight, the losses were reported 
as $5,000 for Colonel Kuser, $2,000 for 
his son and $13,000 for Mrs. John Dry- 
den Kuser. In all, it was learned, forty 
articles of jewelry were stolen. 

Colonel Kuser served On the military 
staffs of Governors Abbett, Werts and 
Griggs. He was a member of the State 
Highway Commission last year. He for- 
merly was a Director in many banks 
and industrial enterprises, but has with- 


; drawn from active husiness. His home 


is one of the show places of New Jersey.

FLEES SECOND TIME 


Handcuffed Prisoner Slips Leg 
Shackles and Leaps From Auto 
on the Way to Washington. 


SOLD 39 STOLEN CARS HERE 


Caught In Riverside Drive After a 
Chase Few Days Ago—Boasted 
He Would Make His Escape. 


Detective Dillon, in charge of the au- 
tomobile squad at Police Headquarters, 
turned ‘‘ Dr. Norman D. Garrett ’’ over 
to two detectives from Washingfon in 
front of Headquarters last Saturday 
afternoon. Then Dillon breathed in re- 
lief. ‘‘ Dr. Garrett” was the self-con- 
fessed ‘‘ business agent of a gang of au- 


“tomobile thieves”? who jumped out of a 


police automobile in Riverside Drive on 
Oct. 18, only to be recaptured after a 
chase in which many shots were fired. 

““Be careful of him, boys!’’ Dillon 
warned the Washington detectives. 
““He’s about the’ most slippery man 
we've seen. He means to get away from 
you.”’ 

** No chance,"’ one of the detectives re- 
plied. “I'll fill him full of lead if he 
tries to get away from me. That's the 
way we do it down in Washington.” 

It really looked as if there were no 
chance for the ‘‘ Doctor" to eseape. He 
was shackled hand and foot and guard- 
ed on each side by a detective, each with 
an automatie pistol. The prisoner and 
his guards were in the tonneau of a 
1921 Buick touring car, in the driver’s 
seat of which was the owner, a Wash- 
ington man named Quigley. The car 
had been stolen in Washington and re- 
covered in New York, and the ‘*‘ Doctor ’”’ 
was being taken to Washington on ex- 
tradition papers to stand trial for theft. 

A tall, handsome, well-dressed man of 
30 or 30, With the suave manner and con- 
vincing tongue of the typical confidence 
man, the ‘‘ Doctor’’ waved good-bye to 
Detective Dillon. 

** Bye-bye, old man,” said the doctor. 
“Thanks for the way you treated me. 


I'll write you when I get away from 
these gentlemen.’’ 


Detective Awaiting Letter. 


The doctor has not written yet, but 
Detective Dillon is expecting a letter al- 
most any day. He received a letter 
yesterday. It wasn't from the doctor, 


but the Washington police, saying that 
the ‘‘ doctor’’ had got away.and was 
still at large. 

Mr. Quigley drove the car as far as a 
little town in Maryland, about fifteen 
miles from Washington. Then some- 
thing happened to the motor. It stalled. 
and Quigley and the detectives were at 
a loss how to start it. One of the de- 
tectives finally started to walk back 
to a garage two miles away for a me- 
chanic, 

It was about midnight, on a stretch 
of road dividing a thick woods. The 
prisoner supposedly was still bound hand 
and foot, but as soon as the first de- 


tective had walked out of sight, the; 


‘* doctor surprised the remaining de- 
tective and Mr. Quigly by jumping over 
the side of the car and running at full 
speed into the woods. He was still hand- 
cuffed, but had loosened one of the leg 
chains or had broken the link. 

The information received by the New 
York police was rather vague from 
that point, but in due course ‘‘ Dr. Gar- 
rett’’ made his way out of the woods 
to a road and obtained free transporta- 
tion into Washington by using his cus- 
tomary ingenuity. He stopped an auto- 
mobile truck and got a ride to the 
capital, saying that he was an internal 
revenue agent who had been held up by 
bootleggers. 

‘They stuck me up and took my 
money, my pistol, my shield and all my 
papers,’’ he said. © ‘‘ Then they put my 
own handcuffs on me.”’ 


Big Fee Promised Chauffeur. 


The ‘‘doctor’’ added that he would 
pay the chauffeur a fat fee if he drove 
him to a certain address in Washing- 
ton. The driver agreed, and during the 
trip the chauffeur laughed heartily at 
the idea of a prohibition agent being 
held up and handcuffed by bootleggers. 


After the driver had waited an hour 
for his passenger to come out of the 
Washington building and pay him the 
promised fee, he decided that his laugh- 


ter had been premature. So he drove |}. 


to Washington Police Headquarters and 
reported the case. 

Nothing further has been hear from 
the ‘‘doctor.’’ The New York detec- 
tives, however, have not the slightest 
doubt that he will keep his promise to 
write them. They say that he is too 
punctilious to neglect a social amenity 
of the sort, and too proud of his skill 
to fear the consequences. 

The fugitive posed as “‘ %; Herbert H. 
Howard ’’ of Flower and Bellevue Hos- 
pitals, when he tried to sell a Buick 
sedan to O. H. Kehoe, Superintendent of 
the Ward Baking Company. Detectives 
of the automobile squad arrested him in 
Mr. Kehoe’s apartment at 905 West End 
Avenue on the afternoon of Oct. 18. 
Then they started to drive to Police 
Headquarters in an automobile. The 
‘‘ doctor ’’ suggested that he would take 
them to the rendezvous of his ‘ gang,’’ 
and one of the detectives left the car to 
telephone headquarters for instructions. 


Flight Proves in Vain. 


When this detective reached the door- 
way of an apartment house, the ‘‘ doc- 
tor ’’ jumped out of the automobile and 
ran south on Riverside Drive, crowded 
with children and nursemaids. The de- 
tectives followed, shooting in the air. 
He jumped an embankment near 139th 


Street, falling eighteen feet to the 
ground, but the detectives leaped Mifter 
him, and recaptured him before he could 
pick himself up. 

The police said yesterday that up to 
the time the ‘‘ doctor ’’ was turned over 
to the Washington police thirty-nine per- 
sons had identified him _as the “‘ dcctor ’”’ 
to whom they had paid large sums of 
money for stolen automobiles—all 1921 
Buicks. According to the police, it was 
amazing the confidence his victims dis- 
played in the ‘‘ doctor,’’ even when they 
saw him under arrest. 

“I'll be out of here in a few days,”’ 
he assured them, ‘‘ and then you'll get 
your money back or I'll prove that the 
car wasn’t stolen. This is all a mistake.”’ 

One of his victims sat down beside him 
in Police Headquarters and asked him 
to analyze a prescription. 

“‘ No good,”’ exclaimed the docter, with 
a professional frown. ‘‘ Don’t take it— 
it’s a fraud.’’ 

The man was so impressed that he left 
in full confidence that his money would 
be returned to him, and even thanked 
oe ‘doctor ’’ for all he had dcne for 

m. 

Another man brought his Uttle boy 
down to Headquarters and asked the 
‘‘ doctor ’’ to examine him. Looking the 
lad over carefully, the ‘‘ doctor ’’’ warned 
the father to send him to a military 
academy, where he would be taught to 
stand up straight and live a good life.

LOST 10 COLUMBIA 


Forsyth, End, Will Also Be Miss- 
ing in Cornell Game—A Hard 
Problem for O'Neill. 


Columbia’s troubles with the centre po- 
sition on its football team reached a 
climax yesterday afternoon when an ex- 
amination of an X-ray plate disclosed 
that Frank Brodil, chief performer in 
the pivotal position, had suffered a 
fracture of the collar bone in the game 
with Williams last Saturday.

termined yesterday, since the X-ray 
plate was still undeveloped. Forsytn, 
who hurt his right leg against Williams, 
has been on crutches for the last two 
days, and Coach Buck O'Neill sees no 
possibility of his taking any part in the 
game with Cornell at the Polo Grounds 
Saturday. The loss of these two players 
weakens O'Neill in the two positions 
where he can least afford to stand losses 
—namely, end and centre. Difficulty 
with the centre play had forced the 
shift of Brodil from end to centre, and 
now the Blue and White must uncover 
not only two flank defenders but also 
a pivot man. 


Three Touchdowns Scored. 


A long scrimmage which saw the var- 
sity riding through the seconds for three 
touchdowns allowed O’Neill an opportu- 
nity to experiment with the problem. 
His first selections for the ends were 


Jack Kienninger, last year’s Captain 
and erstwhile centre, and W. B, John- 
son, who started against Williams. The 
shoes of the absent Brodil at centre 
were filled by Wee Johnson, second- 
string pivot man last season, who is 
small, stocky and built close to the 
ground.

The Harvard and Princeton Clubs 
were victorious yesterday afternoon in

Salmon Filly Scores on Rain- 
Soaked Track at Pimlico 
Inaugural.

BALTIMORE, Novy. 1.—Though in- 
clement weather tended to mar the in- 
augural, a crowd of more than 6,000 
persons flocked through the gates for 
the opening of the Autumn meeting of 
the Maryland Jockey Club at Pimlico 
this afternoon and saw Walter J. Sal- 
mon’s Careful score a well-earned vic- 
tory in the Pimlico Serial No. 1, which 
was the feature of the racing. .The 
Wrack filly won the plaudits of the 
crowd by her game finish, in which she 
defeated Knobble of the Rancocas Stable 
by half a length, with the veteran Billy 
Kelly third, five lengths away. 

Not only the size of the crowd but 
the racing itself was affected by the 
rain which for two days had drenched 
the track and turned it into a sea of 
mud. Even the presence of some of the 
best horses in the country could not 
tempt some racegoers out on such a 
day. The wet track caused numerous 


scratches and the card was considerably 
reduced, but enough good horses re- 
mained in all the contests to provide 
excellent contests, with mud runners 
ever being favored. 

The Pimlico Serial No. 1 was a dash 
of six furlongs and the first of a series 
of three races to be held during the 
eleven-day aren: the others being at 
a mile and a mile and a furlong, re- 
spectively. To’ the owner of the horse 
that wins any two of the races will go 
an additional $1,000, so that Careful has 
won a leg on the purse for her owner. 

Almost from the start the race was a 
two-horse contest, but seldom has a bet- 
ter race been witnessed on the Hilltop 
course. Careful and Knobbie broke in 
front of the others and raced into a 
lead of two lengths.

Gains Decision Easily in One- 
Sided Match at Garden— 
Daly Wins Fast Bout. 


Barry Hill's efforts at a comeback 
ran egainst a snag last night at Madi- 
son Square Garden, Midget Smith, hurri- 
cane Harlem bantamweight, constituting 
the rock on which Hill’s hopes. were 
dashed. The pair clashed in the stellar 
ten-round bout of a card which held 
plenty of action for a crowd of 9,000 
fans. After ten rounds of one-sided 
milling Smith was awarded the decision. 
Returning a verdict was a mere for- 
mality. Smith took every round. Only 
a knock-out for the blonde-haired dy- 
namo could have produced a more con- 
vincing victory. 

It spoke volumes for the condition and 
ringcraft of Hill that he was on his feet 
at the final bell. He was compelled to 
bring into play every trick of the game 
at his command. The match offered 
another typi¢al solution of the problem 
of youth versus age !n the ring. Hill 
was at the height of his career under 
the Frawley law at a time when Smith 
was unheard of, and. in facing Smith, 
the west-sider undertook an almost im- 
possible task. For one brilliant round 
Hill gave promise. This was in the 
opening session. After that nature’s toll 


was eXacted and Smith went on to a 
hollow victory. " 

The remarkable feature of the bout 
was Hill’s surprising ability to assimi- 
iate punishment. ‘His work otherwise, 
however, was negligible. As early as 
the second round, it appeared that the 
west sider was destined for a pugilistic 
sleep. ‘After that session, the veteran 
fought on his nerve alone. 


Opening Round Even. 


Hill gave evidence of the form which 
once was his in the opening session. 
Against the furious punching of Smith, 
Hill stood up unflinchingly and thrilled 
the crowd with the manner in which he 
traded blow for blow with his younger 
rival. The veteran for a time gave as 
good as he took. On one occasion after 
emerging from a hurricane exchange, 
he suddenly lashed out with a violent 


left hook to the jaw, which sent Smith 
backward clear across the ring. It was 
the one good punch Hill landed through 
the battle, and it failed. Smith re- 
bounded and for the remainder of the 
round pummeled his rival severely 
about the stomach. 

Under the battering, Hill gradually 
weakened, and his blows lost steam.

Smith realized this without delay and| 


worked accordingly. He crowded Hill 


i 


all over the ring in a furious assault in| 


an effort to bring the veteran down, 


sbut Hill, with as stout a heart as ever 


beat inside the breast of a boxer, with-| 


stood the battering through each 
ceeding round and was ‘‘ there "’ smiling 
through a bruised face when the final 
bell clanged. 

Smith fought systematically. methodi- 
cally. He belabored Hill about the stom- 
ach mercilessly in the clinches during 
the early round and, when he thought 
he had Hill sufficiently weakened, shift- 
ed his assault to the face. Hill’s jaw 
was the target. In the second round, 
about a minute before the bell, Smith 
landed with @ wicked right under the 
heart and followed with two rights to 
the jaw. Hill quivered and lurched for- 
ward, but recovered and weathered the 
storm. Through the next four rounds 
Smith punished his rival severely about 
the stomach with a terrific right. Hill 
was in full retreat. It was expected mo- 
mentarily that he would succumb to 
the terrific body punches, but he stuck 
to his guns without flinching. 

In the seventh round Smith again had 
Hill on the verge of a knockout. But 
again the west sider survived the as- 
sault. The closing three rounds must 
have been agonizing to Hill. 


Cut to Eight Rounds. 


Deputy Tom.O’Rourke of the State 
Athletic Commission announced that the 
opening two bouts had been ordered cut 
to eight rounds to comply with the com- 
mission’s ruling which provides that 


main bouts be started at 10 o’clock. The 
card had been advertised as comprising 
four ten-round bouts. The crowd did 
not like the abbreviation at all, and did 
not hesitate to voice its protest. 

Jos Leopold, Denver featherweight, 
gained the decision over Mickey Brown 
of the east side in the opening bout, 
which was cut to eight rounds. The 
contest was a hurricane affair, in which 
free hitting predominated. Both lads 
were sluggers. They made up in this 
regard what they lacked in science and 
ring technique. The decision was fair. 
Leopold was the more effective on the 
offense, and pounded Brown's mid-sec- 
tion hard in the clinches. At long range 
there was little to choose between the 
lads.. Leopold weighed 123% pounds and 
Brown 128%. 

The spectators witnessed one of the 
most exciting matches since the open- 
ing of the Garden last year, in the 
second battle, which, like the first, was 
cut to eight-rounds. In this encounter, 
little Georgie Daly, former local ama- 
teur champion,. covered himself with 
glory. Appearing in his first profession- 
al battle, Daly carried off the decision 
over Georgie Lee, San _ Francisco's 
Chinese bantamweight. Daly substftut- 
ed for Eddie Anderson of Wyoming, 
who reported sick. 

Martin Summers, east side welter- 
weight, decisively outpointed Morris 
Lux, Kansas City welterweight, in the 
semi-final bout of ten rounds, The con- 
test was decidedly uninteresting com- 
pared with the hurricane encounter 
which preceded it. Summers gained the 
decision because he did all the work. 
Lux, reputed to be a contender for the 
welterweight crown, seemed content to 
pose and loaf.

The excess profits taxes, which, with 
all its zeal for punishing wealth, Con- 
gress did not dare to retain unquali- 
fiedly, are continued in force another 
year. Money must be taken from 
next year’s income to pay the profits 
taxes on this year’s business. Sur- 
taxes which the House limited to 32 
per cent. in the maximum bracket have 
been advanced to a maximum of 50 
per cent. by Senate amendment. The 
normal tax on corporations is to be 
increased “by 50 per cent., and Mr: 
LENRooT’s amendment imposing a 
progressive tax on capital stock, $1 
per thousand on $3,000,000 and $2 on 
every thousand in excess of $3,000,000 
of capitalization, was adopted on 
Monday, 47 to 16, twenty-one Demo- 
crats voting for this amendment. 
This may properly be called a ‘‘ spite ” 
tax? It reflects the disfavor with 
which this Congress, particularly the 
agricultural bloc, regards any one who 
tries to do business on a large scale. 

There will be practically no relief 
under this legislation until the year 
1923. The relief it promises then and 
thereafter is slight, save for the re- 
moval of the excess profits tax, for 
which, so far as they have dared, the 
taxlayers at Washington have sought 
to provide substitutes. The bill as the 
Senate has shaped it will still. drive 
capital into tax-exempt securities; it 
will still.sap the resources of industry; 
it is in theory and purpose every whit 
as wrong-headed and vicious as the 
law of 1918. — 

Mr. HARDING, as we have said, must

CLEARING THE IRISH AIR. 

There was much speculation con- 
cerning the motives of LLorp GEORGE 
in demanding a day to discuss the 
Irish question in Parliament., After 
the event, his intentions are plain. 
First of all, he desired to make an end 
cf the. mutterings of revolt in the 
House of Commons. He resolved to 
make his opponents stand up and be 
counted. The result was foregone. 
The Prime Minister got his majority of 
19 to 1. Moreover, he obtained a 
powerful mandate to go on with his 
Irish negotiations. As a mere matter 
ef Parliamentary tactics, LiLorp 
GEORGE met his enemies in the gate 
and smote them hip and thigh. 


‘It is obvious, however, that he was 


seeking more than this easy victory. 
He seized the opportunity to put 
clearly before England—and before 
Ireland—the great issues at stake. 
Over the heads of his opponents in 
the House he was talking to the Eng- 
lish people. And in the guise of one 
replying to his Parliamentary critics 
he uttered words which the Irish rep- 
resentatives in London must have felt 
were directly addressed to them and 
.o their constituents in the South of 
Ireland. a 

For Liorp GrorcEe did not hesitate 
to state what would be the alternative 
to an acceptance by the Irish of his 
offer to them to remain within the 
empire and work out their own salva- 
tion on their own soil. If they elected 
to break off the conference and make 
a mad resort to arms again, they 
were told by the Prime Minister what 
they would have to expect.

All this has been intimated before.

—a self-governing Ireland under the 
British Crown. About the rest there 
can be give and take; but on the main 
point the Premier is unyielding, 
any conceivable British Premier would 
have to be. 
doubts on this subject in Dublin, they 
are now cleared away. In this sense 
LLorp GEorGE’s speech carried finality 
with it, and was at the same time a 
strong appeal to both English and 
Irish to think straight on the essentials 
and in subordinate matters to walk in 
the path of conciliation and appease- 
ment.

THE PLAN TO HELP CENTRAL 
EUROPE. 


A year after the armistice eminent 
bankers of the European ‘“ 
countries "’ 


creditor 
started out hopefully, with 
willing co-operation from America, to 
lay plans whereby advances of credit 
could safely be made to the States 
economically prostrated by war. It 
was evident even then that inter- 
national trade in those countries could 
not get fully on its feet without large 
loans of foreign capital. But it was 
equally evident that such loans could 
not be made prudently without some 
severe stipulation for the approxi- 
mate balancing of budgets by the Gov- 
ernments of those States and for con- 
trol of their paper money issues. 

These stipulations were plainly laid 
down at the Amsterdam conference, 
but the whole plan proved at the time 
unworkable. The lending communi- 
ties were divided over practical 
methods; the borrowing communities 
were still obsessed with the notion that 
the easiest way to finance a public 
deficit was through unlimited use of 
the Government printing press. The 
result we all know: the Amsterdam 
plan broke down, Central Europe in- 
dulged in an orgy of paper inflation. 
For a time foreign credit was ob- 
tained on some sort of terms suffi- 
cient to keep exports and imports 
moving; but with the world-wide con- 
traction of credit in 1920 that re- 
course mostly failed. In some of these 

tates the situation has begun to 
threaten public bankruptcy.and com- 
plete paralysis of trade. 

In these circumstances a new and 
much more carefully thought-out pro- 
gram for extending international credit 
has come into the field. ‘The so-called 
Ter Meulen plan, which takes its 
name from the eminent Dutch banker 
who was its main proponent, has now 
been formally accepted and approved 
by the British Government (which 
gives an 8&5 per cent. guarantee to 
English exporters using the machinery 
of the plan), by the British bankers, 
and at length, at its recent annual 
convention, by the National Associa- 
tion of American Bankers. We are 
likely soon to hear much of its prac- 
tical workings. It has not only super- 
seded all other plans with a similar 
view, but is in point of fact the only 
In 
particular, negotiations are already 
near conclusion whereby its provisions 
will give the first definite lift to the 
prostrated trade and finance of 
Austria. a

simple principle—namely, that, in @

country whose traders cannot com- 
mand the requisite credit from foreign 
manufacturers and exporters, the Gov- 
ernment of that country must inter- 
yene by pledging the national credit 
for redemption of the home merchant’s 
obligaticns, and must make this pledge 
in the: form .of Government bonds 
based. on the public revenue. The 
committee of. eminent international 
bankers which has been created to 
administer the plan engages, before 
such Government’s bond will be.ac- 
cepted, to see that every reasonable 
effort ‘has been made by that Gov- 
ernment to put its budget and its 
currency system in order. The com- 
mittee is to administer the revenues 
pledged and to take care that all stip- 
ulations are carried out. This done, 
the Central European merchant who 
wishes to import foreign merchandise 
will, on proving his own qualifica- 
tion and solvency, receive as a loan 
from his Government such national 
bonds as will cover his engagements 
and will pledge them with the foreign 
merchant or producer whose goods he 
purchases. When he has duly mar- 
keted. the imported merchandise and 


duly paid the foreign coasignor, the . 


Government bond will be returned to 
the issuing agency for further use in 
other similar transactions. But it can- | 
not be used again unless the Govern- 
ment is conforming to the terms of the 
Central Commission. 

All this machinery is no doubt un- 
usual, but it is contrived to meet an 
unusual situation. It has at least the 
advantage of making possible the re- 
starting of the machinery of interna- 
tional trade—which has now become 
clogged—and at the same time of exer- 
cising international restraint on the 
exceedingly dangerous  inflationist 
practices of these Governments, as no 
other agency can do. It is coming into 


‘operation at the moment when not 


only is Central Europe confronted with 
the apparent impossibility of rebuild- 
ing its home and foreign commerce, 
but when nations such as England 
and the United States are confronted, 
after the breakdown of the experiment 
of financing exports through unse- 
cured private bank loans, with col- 
lapse in the foreign markets for their 
surplus products. 

With our own Edge Corporation and 
Federal Reserve machinery in shape to 
facilitate the new plan

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THE LEGION’S BONUS DEMANDS. 


It could not have escaped the at- 
tention of the illustrious guests of the 
convention of the American Legion at 
Kansas City that Commander JOHN G. 
Empery’s speech upon the veterans’ 
bonus was in part an attack upon the 
integrity of President Harpina and 
therefore not in good taste. The la- 
mented GALBRAITH would have used 
more discretion. When Commander 
Emery declared that the Senate in 
sending the McCumber bill back to 
committee ‘‘ bowed to the will of ths 
Executive, and not to fact or reason,” 
that was a charge of usurpation; be- 
sides, it was not true. The Senate 
had previously ‘‘ bowed ” to the politi- 
cal influence of the American Legion. 
Fact and reason had not been con- 
sidered at all. The timely interven- 
tion of the President, who pointed out 
that in the embarrassed state of the 
Treasury the appropriations indicated 
by the bonus bill could not be safely 
made, brought Senators to their 
senses. Today we sce, Democrativ 
politicians and their allies making 
capital out of the action of the re- 
sponsible majority. , 

According to Senator ReEeEp, “ big 

‘‘ business did not want the soldiers’ 
‘bonus, and of course the Secretary 
‘“‘of the Treasury could not be ex- 
** pected to favor it.’ Secretary MEL- 
LON had performed a patriotic duty fn 
showing that breakers were ahead for 
all kinds of business, small as well 
as big, and for the consumers gen- 
erally, if the American Legion. were 
allowed to dictate to Congress. Ex- 
cellent as the constitution of the 
Legion is, meritorious as its work for 
veterans under existing laws has been, 
it does not seem to be concerned about 
ihe’ credit of the Government or to 
have any inkling of the fundamentals 
of finance. ‘‘ The American people,” 
said Commander Emery at Kansas 
City, “‘ are the court of last resort, and 
‘‘ wherever the American people have 
“by the ballot! passed judgment on 
“the matter of adjusted compensa- 
‘« tion that judgment has been an en- 
‘‘dorsement of the~Legion’s stand.” 
But the American people did not know 
that the demand of veterans for 
bonuses would, if satisfied by Con- 
gressional appropriations, cripple the 
‘Treasury and indefinitely postpone the 
revival of industry. . 
- Commander Emery protests that 
Secretary MELLON’s estimates of the 
cost of adjusted compensation were ex- 
cessive, but the history of soldier re- 
lief in the fifty-six years since th 
Civil. War shows that the cost of re- 
lief has always been far greater. than 
its advocates calculated. —

A LABOR-CAPITAL CONSPIRACY. 
The conspiracy to monopolize the 
coal trade, according to the view of 
Judge ANDERSON, is defended by both 
parties enjoined on grounds which 
might justify them separately, but not 
together. Aets innocent in themselves 
take on a different character when 
joined for the accomplishment of an 
unlawful purpose. A contract to de- 
duct union dues from miners’ wages 
is not unlawful in itself. The unlaw- 
ful use of the check-off funds in sus- 
taining a private army is the ground 
of enjoining the collection of the funds, 
with an exception of that portion of 
the funds lawfully used. In like man- 
ner, the injunction against the United 
Mine Workers _is not against the 
union’s existence or its lawful activi- 
ties, but against the conspiracy to put 
unlawful compulsion on others, to the 
of the innocent third parties, 
the consumers of coal. The declara- 
tion of the statute that unions shall 
not be construed to be legal combina- 
tions, or conspiracies in restraint of 
trade, Cannot bind the courts in the 
interpretation of the law as well as 
its amendment. They must be read 
together so long as the original law 
is not repealed. It is lawful for the 
miners in Mingo County to organize 
themselves, but the right to organize 
is not a right to organize those who 
resist organization. It has been pub- 
lished without denial that not one 
unionist is employed in the coal bat- 
tlefield. There is no strike, therefore, 
and no question of ‘‘ scabbing.’’ The 
district is producing coal under condi- 
tions more satisfactory to all con- 
cerned, including the consumer, than 
the conditions in the unionized dis- 
tricts. The union missionaries nat- 
urally have difficulty in their propa- 
ganda, and find it necessary to shoot 
their idea of humanity into those with 
different views. The injunction runs 
ngainst marching bands spending, the 
Judge says, ‘‘ more than $2,500,000 ”’ 
of funds not raised for that purpose, 
or if so raised then unlawfully raised 
and spent. 

No question of wages or working 
conditions is involved. They are bet- 
ter than union standards and more 
favorable to the consumers of coal. 
The continued operation of these non- 
union districts is all that saved the 
country from a coal famine during the 
last coal strike. The sole question is 
one of law, and that should be left to 
the courts. The appeal of the injunc- 
tion is welcome, for it is time that 
the Clayton law should be conclusively 
construed, in the interest of the pub- 
lic as well as of the union, which -thus 
far has construed it for itself.

Did the drivers of 
milk wagons and the 
other employés of the 
by Noise. milk distributing com- 

panies give any thought 
at all to the seriousness, for them- 
selves and for the public, of the ques- 
tion they met in Madison Square Gar- 
den Monday evening to consider? 

Apparently they did not-—apparently 
they had no slightest realization of the 
fact that on the success of a strike 
they staked the abnormally large wages 
they have been receiving—abnormally 
large, that is, in comparison with the 
wages of other workers whose tasks 
require as little of special skill and in- 
telligence as do theirs. They forgot 
that defeat meant for them the loss of 
the “closed shop,” with all its ad- 
vantages, and of the recognition of their 
unions, on which their power depends. 
They had made no inquiry whatever as 
to whether they had that sympathy 
with their demands and their grievances 
upon which the success of the strike 
wholly depended, and, if they considered 
what deprivation of milk meant to the 
health of adults and the lives of babies. 
it seems to have been only to count 
these things mistakenly among their 
assets—levers with which to exert 
pressure. 

In the circumstances, if wise, they 
would have selected with care represen- 
tatives to view the problem from all. 
its aspects, and to reach a decision 
calmly, quietly and in full appreciation 
of its gravity. Instead, the strike vote 
was taken in the midst of a wild riot, 
and the only question in any mind waa, 
“Do you want to get $5 a week™more 
pay?” To that, with everything else 
left out of account, of course an affirm- 
ative answer was inevitable and the 
strike began.

Only in such con- 
ditions as existed in 
Magison Square 
Garden could ac- 
tion 60 rash, so 
nearly sure to result in disaster, have 
been taken. Gathered in such huge 
numbers, the employés of the milk dis- 
tributers were physically unable to hear 
arguments for and against the proposed 
course, and they fell into a pitiable, 
delusion as to their strength. It seemed 
to them that, being so many, they could 
do what they chose, that they spoke 
with duthority, that denial of any de- 
mands they might make would be impos- 
sible. They were the victims of auto- 
suggestion and they quite lost the sense 
of relative values. 

In reality, of course, they are a frac-

Exaggeration. 2. pr, Joun B. 
Deaver of Philadelphia. heard with 
amazement and are contradicting with 
energy and some indignation his state- 
ment that radium emanations are of 
practically no use in the treatment of 
cancer. Why he should have said such 
a thing is explicable in a man of his 
acknowledged ability only on the theory 
that he has been irritated by certain 
exaggerated claims and illusive promises 
that were too widely published when 
radium first. became available for medi- 
cal use, and that his purpose was to 
swing back ‘the pendulum of public ex- 
pectation from the- height at which a 
few charlatans would like to keep it. 

That radium can cure all cancers is 
not believed by any well-informed mem- 
ber of the medical profession, and it is 
not asserted by any of them. What 
they know and what they assert, as the 
result of clinical observation which now 
has extended over several years, is that 
radium, progerly used, witf cTQse the 
Cisappearance of some cancers and re- 
lieve the suffering resulting from some 
others, This is as nearly sure as any- 
thing in medicine, and it is incredible 
that Dr. Deaver himself woukl deny it 
in expressing an explicit opinion. 

Meanwhile, the great majority of the 
physicians who have studied the terrible 
cancer problem are agreed that timely 
surgery gives the best. hope of success 
and that all other agencies as yet are 
merely auxiliary to the knife. A few of 
the specialists, however, and not the 
least authoritative, while not ignoring 
the value of the knife, are leaning to- 
ward the theory that cancer is not the 
result of a local irritation, but of a gen- 
eral condition, and that it is to be at- 
tacked further back than its place of 
appearance. But this theory is not, for 
the present, one for the consideration of 


the layman; for him reliance still must 
be surgery.

Mr. Wayne B. Wheeler is quoted as pre- 
dicting that an ‘“‘ intolerable situation ’’ will 
be created if drug stores are allowed to 
handle ‘‘ booze.'’ Before this threatened ca- 
tastrophe operates to vitiate the wcnderful 
legislation enacted by Mr. Wheeler’s organ- 
ization, maybe some of your statistically in- 
clined readers would be interested in scan- 
ning the following figures taken from the 
public records of the Massachusetts Regis- 
trar of Motor Vehicles. Licenses revoked 
for operating cars while under the influ- 
ence of intoxicating liquor were, in the years 
1919, 1920 and three-quarters of 1921, re- 
spectively 554, 888 and 1,074. The number ot 
registered pleasure cars in the State during 
these periods was approximately 173,000, 
219,000 and 255,000 respectively. Thus, the 
revocations per thousand cars were 3.2, 4 
and 4.2 for the respective periods, and with 
1921 still incomplete. The laws of causality 
are truly marvelous, construe them as we 
will.

PLANS FOR THE SCHOOLS. 


Experiments Elsewhere With’ Divi- 
sion pf Classes and Hours of Study. 


fo the Editor of The New York Times: 
In a letter to THE TIMES published. on 
Oct. 28 Mrs. Harriot Stanton Blatch 
accepts our ‘challenge for “new ae 
practical ideas. toward solving the 
school building problem.” 
She suggests that “all experiments in 
two-session schools” be relegated “to 
the realm of private venture” in order 
that such a system, if it, be at all de- 


sirable, ‘“‘be worked out in a private. 


school -in all its different adjustments 
to the needs of the teachers, to the edu- 
cational rights of the child and to the 
convenience of the mother.” 


The educational advantages of such a. 


program have long ‘since been demon- 
strated by the better private schools. 
The great problem is to make these ad- 
vantages economically possible to the 
boys and girls in our public schools. 

Fortunately, during the. last four 
years, more than a score of cities 
throughout the country, including De- 
troit, Newark and Pittsburgh, have 
demonstrated under professional leader- 
ship the value and practicability of 
such a program in public education. 

In Detroit, for example, Deputy 
Superintendent of Schools Charles -L. 
Spain says. the schooling capacity in 
forty-eight schools during the last three 


gente he® wech imereased 33 per cent. | 


through utilizing the platoon system. 
which was “started with the idea of 
improving teaching conditions, rather 
than to save money,” because the most 
significant movément in the educational 
world today is the effort to adjust our 
schoels to meet rapidly changing con- 
ditions in American social and industrial 
life.. The plan employed in Detroit 
“has not been developed hastily with- 
out due consideration,” he says. ‘It 
has not been adopted under the stress 
of public clamor nor because of pressure 
from any source outside of the school 
system. It represents the deliberate 
judgment of the Superintendent of 
Schools and his staff, after a carefully 
planned experiment covering nearly two 
years,” during which “fifteen experi- 
mental schools were carefully observed 
and the results measured from all 
angles by the Department of Educa- 
tional Research.” He adds that ‘the 
older platoon schools are in nearly 
every grade above the city scores. So 
much for “the educational rights of 
the child.” 

From the point of view of the “ needs 
of the teachers” and the “ convenience 
of the mothers” Mr. Spain says: ‘“ The 
most striking outcome of the experiment 
has been the spontaneous and whole- 
hearted endorsement. which the platoon 
school has received from Principals, 
teachers, pupils and parents. It was 
presumed that the introduction of the 
new type of organization would bring 
forth criticism and many expressions of 
disapproval from the ranks of the more 
conservative. On the contrary, there 
has been comparatively little criticism. 
and those who may have been inclined 
to be critical haye been silenced by the 
general expression of approval on the 
part of teachers who are actually at 
work in the new type school.” 

The pupils under this plan have a six- 
hour day, the teacher five. All of the 
building is used all of the time. While 
half of the children are in the regular 
classrooms the other half are in special 
activities, The auditoriums, gym- 
nasiums and playgrounds, like other 
facilities, are Mm constant use. The 
luncheon recess is from 11:30 to 12:30. 

Obviously such a plan cannot be 
operated without detriment to the 
children unless the school buildings are 
properly equipped with special facilities; 
existing buildings must necessarily be 
enlarged or reconstructed in part. To 
utilize such a program in New York 
City would not cost, however, nearly 
so much as to provide reserved seats 
alone to house our surplus school popu- 
lation. To eliminate existing  part- 
time and congestion and take care of 
the normal increase in register on the 
reserved-seat basis during the next four 
years our next Mayor would have to 
expend over $200,000,000, or an average 
of over $50,000,000 a year, and even 
then. hundreds of thousands of children 
would have to attend school in old 
buildings unequipped to meet the es- 
sentials of modern education. Can this 
colossal sum be raised, and if so can it 
be spent? Is it wise economy to at- 
temp* it? 

We shall always need new buildings, 
of course, but why not put all our 


buildings—old as well as new—on a'|- 


basis of modern educational efficiency, 
such as that contemplated in. Detroit 
and elsewhere, especially when that can 
be done more economically and there- 
fore with more reasonable hope of ac- 
complishment? 

The Public Education Association be- 
lieves that. every dollar possible should 
be expended by the community on its 
public schools, but it also believes that 
every one of those dollars should be so 
spent as to get most for pupils and 
teachers. It views with dismay the 
futile pursuit of the “ reserved-seat- 
for-every-child” ‘mirage. which after 
more than two decades, despite the ex- 
penditures of millions on new buildings, 
has resulted in the worst congestion in 
the history of the city schools. 

There is urgent need for a frank dis- 


cussion of ‘this problem by interested 
citizens, Let us have more suggestions.

Puzzled to Know What ts the Of- 
ficial Name of Their Town. 


Special to The New York Times. 
‘ WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The reople 
who live in the capital city of the United 
States are in a quandary. They don’t 
knew the official name of their habitat. 

Officially, in Presidential proclama- 
tions, the capital was designated for 
more than a hundred years as *‘ the City 
of Washington.” Some time ago, in re- 
sponse to a protest from Representative 
Ben Johnson of Kentucky, Chairman of 
the House Committee on the District of 
Columbia, the official designation was 
changed to ‘the District of Columbia.” 
Yesterday President Harding’s Thanka- 
giving proclamation certified that it was 
“done at the capital of the United 
States.” 

Protest’ came thick and fast to the 
White House today after Representa- 
tives and others had seen the new name 
in the President’s proclamation, pub- 
lished this morning. As a result of 
these, the designation of the capital is to 
be changed back to the old form, “the 
City of Washington.” 

The explanation was made that the 
designation of “capital of the United 
States’ in yesterday’s proclamation was 
“‘more or less experimental,” and the 
“experiment” was not successful. 


CALLS FOR DAY OF PRAYER. 


Governor Miller Urges Services for 
Arms Parley Next Sunday. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 1.—Governor 
Miller issued two Armistice Day procla- 
mations today. One requested the 
people te set aside Sunday, Novy. 6, to 
“invoke the Divine favcr’’ on the work 
of the disarmament conference, and also 
to hold religious services on Nov. 11, at 
the same time, so far as practicable, 
with the service in honor of the un- 
known American soldier who died. in 
the war. 

The.other proclamation suggested ob- 
servance of Nov. 4, the anniversary of 
the armistice between Italy and Aus- 
tria.

I was ptt to work in Gramercy 
District,) and it would be hard for me to 
describe the fascination of the work, I 
suppose the reason for it was that one wag 
dealing not with theories and committee dis- 
cussions, but directly with people, and there- 
fore with life itself. I learned much through 
this practical.experience, and the course in 
‘Principles of ‘ Social” Work” which was 
given these volunteers helped us wonderfully 
to understand the philosophy behind the work 
we were doing. Fortunately, the same op- 
portunity is being repeated this year, and 
Miss Clare Tousley (Gramercy 4066) will 
give details to those whg are interested. 
The course starts Nov. 7. 

‘To me this opportunity presents a big 
challenge to the alumna with spare time 
to prove the something-more-than-cultural 
results of her four years of collegiate work. 

The society is trying to harness up this . 
latent power in the community, and its 
new professional attitude toward the volun- 
teer should meet with our enthusiastic re 
sponse.

Women Teachers in Japan. 
To'the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me to correct a possible misstate- 
ment in your paper of yesterday (page 20) 
that the -honored and venerable —“ Mme. 
Keiji Yajama’”’ (Kajiko Yajima) ‘“‘ was the 
first Japanese woman permitted by the 
Japanese Government to teach.” 

All honor to the nonagenarian, but the man 
who. braved ultra-conservative opinion in 
Japan in 1872 was the Minister of Educa- 
tion, the late Tanaka Fujimaro, who, in 
Tokio, started a Government school for 
girls. This was inside the Hitotsubashi Ge 
Mon (or castle-gate of Keiki or Hitotsubashi, 
father of the present head of the delegation 
to Washington). My sister, the late Mar- 
garet Clark Griffis, was the first perma- 
nent teacher and head of the school, whick 
was intended for and attended chiefly by the 
daughters of members of the Cabinet, and 
for Princesses, cf whom there were several. 
The first Japanese woman assistant to the 
principal and a teacher, who like every one 
of the first female pupils in English had 
been taught in Yokohama by Mrs. J. *. 
Hepburn, may possibly have been Mm 
Yajima. A Japanese Minister of Educati™ 
declared that the great oak of woman's ed& 


cation in Japan sprang from the acord 
planted. by Mrs. Hepburn. :

The fact that William Fox, President | 
of the Fox Film Corporation, planned | 
Nat “The Passion Play” into the 
muvies was disclosed yesterday when 
Dr... John Roach Straton, pastor of | 
Calvary Baptist Church, in a letter de- | 
nounging the project as ‘crass com-! 
mercialism,” refused the film com- 
Pany’s offer to let him have a hand in| 
the shaping of the scenario. 

As one of a number of ministers Dr. 
Straton was asked to make a few sug- 
gestions on how the famous Oberam- 
mergau play should be/transplanted to 
the screen. The request was a letter 
signed by Herbert E. Hancock, Director- | 
in-Chief of the Educatiénal and Indus- 
trial Divisions of the Fox enterprise. 

*““ Believing that the time is at hand, 
wrote Mr. Hancock, ‘‘ when leading mo- 
tion picture companies with vast re- 
sourcts should devote a part of their 
interests io the making of productions 
containing the message of the churches 
to thé people, Mr. William Fox i8 con- 
teraplating a fashioning of ‘The Pas- 
sion Play.’ This picture will be pro- 
duced on the most lavish scale. No ex- 
pense is te be spared to make it abso- 
lutely true and akin to biblical facts.” 


Refuses His Aid. 


Mr. Hancock wrote that it was the 
desire of the producers ‘‘ to have a sce- 
nario perfected along the lines of Prot- 
‘estant ideals and teachings,’’ and the 
letter to Dr. Straton and other clergy- 


men was for the purpose of attaining 
that end. A synopsis of the projected 
acréening of the sacred pageant was in- 
closéd with the note that ‘‘ the whole 
play would be constructed to contain an 
atmosphere of extreme reverence.’’ 

*““T do not care to’offer any comment 
or to render any assistance in your plan 
to bring out a film ‘ Passion Play’ 
which will feature Jesus Christ,’’ re- 
plied Dr. Straton. ‘‘ Since you have 
written me, you will pardon me for be- 
ing very frank in replying, when I say 
to. you that it appears to me as a 
shocking thing that the moving picture 
industry of today should seek now to 
capitalize Jesus, and to use the glorious 
story of His life and death and resur- 
rectfon in a money-making scheme. 

‘“* You have capitalized crime, marital 
infidelity and the sacrifice of female 
Modesty, and now you are reaching out 
in an effort to wring dividends from the 
more sacred things of life,’’’ Dr. Straton 
continued, following with a repetition 
of his charge that the movies sought to 
destroy the Sabbath. He added: 


Pnspired by Greed, He Says. 


‘May I. be permitted also to say that 
I do not believe your particular firm has 
mny claim upon the Christian public’ in 
connection with any such proposition. 
For you to present such films as “ Her 
Price’’ and ‘‘ The Scarlet Letter,” and 
then’ to follow these with the life of 
Jesus is a monstrous inconsisteney. «1 
would point out to you that the original 
Passion Play, as rendered by the peas- 
ant: people of Europe, was enacted by 
Christians—ihose portraying the Biblical 
characters being selected especially be- 
cause of their piety and religious dcvo- 
tion, and what they did they did as an 
act of worship. ; 
.“-What you are proposing, however, 
a> I.stated before, is inspired by crass 
commercialism and the lust for gain, 
which has’ already so debauched the 
moving picture business in this country, 
that, in the light of recent events, it is a 
byword and a hissing to thoughtful peo- 
ple and to those who have a due regard 
fér the moral welfare of our American 
‘youth:’” 

Asked to comment on Dr. 
letter, Mr. Hanock said: j 

“ Dr. Straton evidently thinks he is 
right, when he is all wrong. Mr. Fox's 
idea was simply to produce a film for 
use in churches and church entertain- 
ments, It. was to be purely a philan- 
tnropic production, and the picture was 
never désigned to be shown in théatres. 
I. am afraid that this agitation by the 
dlue-law fanatics will cause Mr. Fox to 
abandon his plan.” 

Mr. Hancock declared that he had re- 
ceived the endorsement of several min- 
isters in Philadelphia and expected oth- 
ers within a few days.

'REALIZED ERROR OF ESCAPE 


|Remorse Led to Confession to For- 


mer Sing Sing Warden, Who 
Advised Surrender. 





BOSTON, Nov. 1.—How a movie de 
picting the operation of the Mutual Wel- 
fare League convinced an escaped pris- 
oner that he had made a mistake and 
led to his voluntary return to his cell 
at the State Prison was told in the 


Suffolk County Superior Court today 
by Victor Nelson, the prisoner. 

Nelson, who appeared before Judge 
O'Connell to answer to au indictment 
charging him with escaping from the 
prison on May 11 last, surrendered tu 
Thomas Mott. Osborne in Cincinnati in 
September and spent several days at the 
latter’s home in Auburn, N. Y., before 
returning to the custody of Warden 
Shattuck. The convict, who had been an 
inmate of the Portsmouth (N. HH.) Naval 
Prison when Mr. Osborne was Warden, 
said he saw the picture in Cincinnati. 

It impressed }im so much, he said, 
that he went several times to the thea- 
tre where it was being shown. Then, 
determined that he had done wrong, he 
jintroduced himself to Mr. Osborne 
after a lecture by the former Sing Sing 
be arden. His return to Charlestown fol- 
owed. » 

Mr. Osborne, testifying for Nelson, 
said he had told the fugitive that ‘‘ if 
| he intended) to go right he must begin 
again on a firm! foundation, and that 
the cnly way I knew of for him to gain 
that was to give’ himself up.’’ 

Cfo Judge O’Connell’s query as to why 
Nelson had not returned to prison im- 
mediately, Mr. Osborne replied that tie 
yeung man had no funds. 

“When he came to you, didn’t you 
feel it your duty to at once inform the 
authorities,’ asked Assistant District 
Attorney Mancovitz. 

‘‘ No,” answer Mr. Osborne, ‘‘1 didn’t 
consider it so. In the first place he 
spoke to me in confidence and I have 
neyer violated a confidence. yet.”’ 

‘**Do you think that it is -necessary 
to the discipline of prisons to punish of- 
fenders who escape and return voluntar- 
jiiy?’’ asked the Judge.

HE crisis of the campaign came 
when George L. Record, Progres- 
sive leader in thegranks of the 
Republican Party in Hudson 
County, uttered a ringing chal- 
lenge to the Democratic candidate 
to debate the issues of the cam- 
paign with him. The challenge con- 
| tained an alternative proposition that 
| the Democratic candidate either meet 
Mr. Record in joint debate in va- 
| rious parts of the State or that he an- 


{ swer certain questions with reference to 
| the control of the Democratic Party by 


what Mr. :Record called the ‘ Old 
Guard.’’ Mr. Record’s letter and chal- 
lenge created a profound sensation 
throughout the State and brought hope 
and comfort to the ranks of the Repub- 
lican Party. 

Record emphasized the ‘‘ Old Guard’s ’’ 
control of the convention at which Wil- 
son was nominated, basing most of his 
questions upon this character of politi- 
cal control, and openly challenging Wil- 
son, the Democratic candidate, to say 
whether the elements that were domi- 
nant at Trenton in the convention 
would be permitted by him, in case of 
his election, to influence his action as 
Governor. 


For several days after the letter con- 
taining the challenge reached the Demo- 
cratic candidate there was a great deal 
of apprehension in the ranks of the Dem- 
ocratic Party lest the candidate should 
decide to ignore the Record challenge, 
thus giving aid and comfort to the ene- 
mies of progressivism in the State, or, 
on the other hand, that he would accept 
it and thus give Mr. Record, who was 4 
most resourceful public speaker and a 
leading exponent of liberalism in the 
State, a chance to outwit him in public 
debate. The letter practically demanded 
of the Democratic candidate that he re- 
pudiate, not only the ‘‘ Old Guard,” but 
the active management of his campaign, 
which had been taken over by James R. 
Nugent, one of the leaders of Essex 
County, who daily accompanied the 
Democratic candidate on his tour of the 
State. 

Care In Answering Mr. Record. 


For a time it looked as if Mr. Wilson 
would ignore entirely the Record chal- 
lenge. It was plainly evident from all 
sides that what appeared to be his re- 
luctance to take a stand in the matter 
had .turned support away at a time 
when the sentiment of the State was 
rapidly flowing his. way. 

I accompanied the candidate on an 
automobile tour of the State and in our 
little talks I sought to find out, in a 
diplomatic way, just how his mind was 
running on the Record challenge and 
how he intended to meet it.

WOODROW WILSON AS I KNOW HIM

While they admired the fine 
stietegy that lay back of the Demo- 
cratic candidate’s reply to Mr. Record, 
they looked upon it as a mere gesture 
upon the part of Mr. Wilson and scorned 
to believe that his reply to Mr. Record 


| constituted a challenge to their leader- 


| ship. They did not show any evidences 








of dismay or chagrin at the courageous 
attitude taken by Dr. Wilson. They 
simply smiled and shrugged their shoul- 
ders and said, ‘‘ This is a great cam- 
paign play.”’ 


CHAPTER VIII. 


THE END OF THE CAMPAIGN, 


HE final meeting of the Guberna- 
torial campaign was held in a 

large auditorium in Newark, N. 

J., where the last appeal was 

made by the Democratic candi- 

date. It was a meeting filled with emo- 
tionalism such as I had never seen in @ 
campaign before. The Democratic can- 
didate, Woodrow Wilson, had covered 
every section of the State, and it was 
easy for even the casual observer to 
note the rising tide in his favor.

Mr. Wilson's reply was in part as fol- 
lows: 


You wish to know what my relations 
would be with the Democrats whose 
wer and influence you fear, should 
be elected Governor, particularly in 
such important matters as. appoint- 
ments and the signing of bills, and I 
am very glad to tell you. If elected I 
shall not either in the matter of ap- 
ointments to office, or assent to legis- 
ation. or in shaping any part of the 
policy of my administration, submit 
to the dictation of any person, or per- 
sons, ‘‘ special interests,’’ or organiza- 
tions. I. will always welcome advice 
and suggestions from any citizen, 
whether boss, leader, organization 
man, or plain citizen, and I shall 
confidently seek the advice of influ- 
ential and disinterested men repre- 
sentative of the communities and dis- 
connected from political organizations 
entirely; but all suggestions and all 
advice will be considered on its merits 
and no additional weight will be given 
to any man’s advice because of his 
exercising, or supposing that he ex- 
ercitses, some sort of political influ- 
ence or control. I should deem myself 
forever disgraced should I, in even the 
slightest degree, co-operate in any 
such system. I regard myself as 
ledged to the regeneration of the 
emocratic Party. 


Mr. Record also inquired: ‘‘ Do you 
admit that the boss system exists as I 
have described it? If so, how do you 
propose to abolish it?’”’ 


Plain Talk About Bosses. 


Mr. Wilson said: 


Of course I admit it.. Its existence 
is notorious. I have made it my busi- 
ness for many years to observe and 
understand that system, and I hate it 
as thoroughly as I understand it. You 
are quite right in saying that the 
system is bipartisan; that it consti- 
tutes ‘“‘the most dangerous condition 

in the public life of our State and na- 

tion today "; and that it has virtually, 
for the time being, ‘destroyed repre- 
sentative government and in its place 

set up a government of privilege.” I

On the other hand, there was his dis- 
tinct pledge to the people during his 
campaign that if they elected him Gov- 
ernor he would make himself the leader 
of the party, would broadly and not 
with pettifogging legalism interpret his 
constitutional relationship to the Legis- 
lature, would undertake to assist in 
legislative action, and not wait supinely 
for the Legislature to do something, 
and then sign or veto the thing done. 
Moreover, he had insisted on the prin- 
ciple of the preferential primary as one 
means by which the people should par- 
ticipate in their own Government and 
convey an expression of their will and 
purpose to the law-making body. The 
people had voted for Martine. The fact 
that Senator Smith had scorned to have 


his name placed ‘on the ballot, the fact}' 


that human imagination could picture 
a stronger Senator from New Jersey 
than genial ‘‘ Jim ’’ Martine, did not af- 
fect the argument. A great majority 
had voted for Martine and for nobody 
else. Was the use of the preferential 
primary for the first time in the selec- 
tion of a United States Senator to be 
ignored, and all the arguments that 
Candidate Wilson and others had made 
in behalf of the system to be taken 
‘‘in a Pickwickian sense,’’ as not mean- 
ing anything? 

There was a real dilemma, doubtless 
much more acutely realized by the Gov- 
ernor-elect than by the hot-heads, in- 
cluding myself, who were clamorous for 
an immediate proclamation of support 
of Martine on progressive priniciples, 
and for an ultimatum of war-to-the- 
knife against Smith and the old crowd. 


Hesitation Before Action. 


It seemed as if Mr. Wilson was hesi- 
tating and holding off, reluctant to ac- 
cept the gage of battle thrown down by 
the challenge of the Smith wing. The 
leading Democratic and independent 
journals of the State were most insist- 
ent that immediate proof be given by 
Governor-elect Wilson of his leadership 
and control over the party, and that a 
test should be made as to which influ- 
ence, reactionary or progressive, was to 
control the destinies of our party in the 
State. Those of us who had followed the 
candidate throughout the campaign and 
who had been heartened by his progres- 
sive attitude were sorely disappointed at 
his failure immediately to act. It was 
painfully evident to us that behind the 
scenes at Princeton the new Governor’s 
friends, particularly Colonel Harvey, 
were urging upon him cautious and 
well-considered action and what, may- 
hap,.might.be called ‘‘ a policy of watch- 
ful waiting,’’ picturing to him the insur- 
mountable difficulties that would lie in 
his path in case he exercised his leader- 
ship in the matter of Martine’s selection 
to the United States Senate. They sug- 
gested that the vote for Martine had no 
binding force; that it was a- mere per- 
functory expression of preference in the 
matter of the United States Senator- 
ship, which the Legislature was free to 
ignore. The only man, therefore, who 
could make the vote effective. was the 
Governor-elect himself. What he would 
do in these circumstances was for. days 
after the election a matter of perplexing 
doubt to his many friends. 

Disappointment and chagrin at the 
candidate’s silence brooded over the 
ranks of thet progressives of the State. 
In my law office in Jersey City I tried 
to convince those who came to confer 
with me regarding the matter that they 
must be patient ; that, ultimately, every- 
thing would be all right and“that Dr. 
Wilson would soon assert his leadership 
over the party and take his proper place 
at the head of those -who worked to 
make the preferential vote an effective 
instrumentality as evidencing the 
people’s will in the matter of the United 
States Senatorship. Frankly, though, 
I did not give expression to my doubts,

‘Worldly and wise and witty is this 
extremely Parisian comedy called ‘‘ The 
Grand Duke’’ which had its first New 
York hearing last night 
Theatre. It is the play which, written 
by Sacha Guitry for the use of the 
reat actor whose son he is, was prof- 
fered to Paris last season, Now, like 


his ‘“‘ Deburau,’’ it is in the deft and 
sensitive hands of David Belasco and, 
for our entertainment, the réle that the 
older Guitry played at home is acted 
here by Lionel Atwill.. His is a skillful 
and richly amusing performance ;which 
reinforces the suspicion that, in escort- 
ing Mr. Atwill to the forefront of his 
theatre, the wily Mr. Belasco knew what 
ne was about. 

“The Grand Duke” is one of those 
brittle and cheerfully artificial pieces 
which the French playwrights are happi- 
est in writing. This one, as it happens, 
deals with a Romanoff whom the up- 
heavals in Russia have driven'into a 
tolerably comfortable Parisian exile— 
one of those wise old boys of the French 
stage who are coasting easily down the 
further slope of life and who have a 
certain gallant and reminiscent interest 
in the amours and the hubbubs of the 
young people around them. 

Thus it is with Feodor Michaelovitch, 
who, by the happiest kind of accident, 
chances to find in Paris a young and 
exceeding] 
nothing about. His suave and gradual 
assumption of authority over this boy's 
destinies, his pride in him and amuse- 
ment at him—these are revealed with a 
French whimsicality and pensiveness 
which are not lost in the intelligent 
transplantation Mr. Belasco has man- 
aged at the Lyceum. Only from Paris 
_eould have come that final and philo- 
sophic breakfast scene, where the

‘The Fauns,” a Mad Bacchanale, 
Proves ‘a Novel Surprise.

ussy, It ts a mad bacchanale of sub- 
human species, recalling the diabolic 
pranks of Nijinsky years ago-on this 
same stage in the ‘‘ Till Eulenspiegel "’ 
of Strauss. 

Mr. Novikoff as the Young Faun was 
enough to dispel any rumors that ‘' they 
do this ‘barer’ in Paris,’’ where the 
daring ‘‘tableau§ symphonique’’ was 
first staged at the Pare des Bagatelles 
last June. Pavlowa herself was the 
solitary maiden, captured by the riot 
of faunal creatures, carried on should- 
ers this way and that, and swept away 
in the crowd as a gust scatters Autumn 
leaves, vanishing even before a quick 
curtain. 

Pavlowa as the Gypsy in ‘‘ Amarilla ”’ 
gave earlier one of her finest dramatic 
impersonations, in which no dancer of 
her generation has surpassed or ap- 
proached her. Among the final _divertis- 
sements were her Kreisler ‘ Dragon 
Fly"’ solo and a group ‘ Russian 
Dance "’ newly done to music of Ruben- 
stein and Tchaikovsky.

ment of technique are not uncommon 
possessions of well trained and talented 
young violinists today and need not be

elusive and less obvious qualities, are

Mr. Vecsey is not deprived of these 
qualities, but they are not so pre- 
dominant In his playing as to make it 
profoundly engrossing or to stir deeply 
the enthusiasm of musical listeners. 

He played Tartini’s sonata called 
“The Devil's Trill ’’ 
more of musical feeling than is some- 
times put into it, even if the sentiment 
sometimes verged upon sentimentality. 
He gave an excellent performance also 
of the ‘‘Chaconne’’ from Bach’s D 
minor solo sonata, beeking to find in it 
clearly musical expression rather tran a 
series of difficult technical formulag. In 
Vieuxtemps's concerto in D minor he 
shone in technique and tone—but how in- 
tolerably empty and feeble the show 
pleces of this and other composing vio- 
linists of that period now sound! Mr. 
Vecsey’s tone, indeed, is ene of the most 
remarkable features of his playing— 
powerful, full, warm, skilfully modified 
in expressive quality, only sometimes in- 
jured in beauty by a tendency to press it 
too kard for sonority. 

The program was ended with three of 
Mr. Vecsey’s own compositions, all en- 
titled caprices. It is probable that he 
will prove an addition of some impor- 
tance to the throng of visiting violinists. 
He.will be advanced in the general esti- 
mate of his importance, probably, if he 
shows a more penetrating and more ap- 
pealihng emotional quality in his future 
appearances. 


Daniel Wolf Plays His Own Sonata. 
Daniel Wolf, pianist, once heard in his 
own compositions last year, added one 


yesterday, a sonata in F sharp minor, 
at a matinee recital in Aeolian Hall. 
His program was quantitatively two- 
thirds Chopin, but qualitatively still 
Wolf, with a dash of Cyril Scott and 
Debussy. He has well in hand the 
minutiae of technique, such as equalized 
scales in thirds, like confetti sprinkled 
lightly down the keyboard; yet all this 
is not now vitalized by the poetic 
imagery that is Chopin, Mr, Wolf is 
young and earnést, and what he at- 
tempted rather than achieved yester- 
i day should commend him.

88 HERE IN OCTOBER 


Deaths Throughout State Were 


231—T wo Chauffeurs Held 
| on Homicide Charges.

| Referring to the steadily increasing 
death toll from automobile accidents, 
Colonel Edward S. Cornell, Secretary 
of the National Highways’ Protective 
Society, declared yesterday that unless 
the Legislature enacted a new motor 
vehicle law, with -proper means of en- 
forcement, the fatalities would continue 
to increase. 

During last month 231 persons died in 
motor accidents in this State, which is 
at the rate of nearly 2,800 deaths a 
year. Sighty-elght of the deaths were 
in New York City. Thirteen of those 
who were killed were at railroad cross- 
H ings.. Up to yesterday 1,516 persons were 
killed by automobiles in New York State, 
forty more than in the same period of 
last year. 

Pierino Del Gardo, 52 years old, of 130 
West Seventy-seventh Street, who was 
struck by a taxicab at Lenox Avenue 
and 116th Street late Monday night died 


yesterday in Harlem Hospital. Arthur 
Woods of 119 West Thirtieth Street, 
driver of the taxicab, was arrested on 
a technical charge of homicide.

Tendency to Recovery. 

With trading on the Stock Exchange 
yesterday slightly less active than Mon- 
day, most of the active stocks recov- 
ered a good portion of the previous day's 
reaction. The upturn was noticeable 
in Mexican Petroleum, Pan American, 
Pacific Oil, Royal Dutch, Corn Prod- 
ucts and Burns Brothers, many of which 
were under pressure the day before. 
Most of the recovery was due to~short 
eovering. The upward movement, how- 
ever, was not universal; there were nu- 
merous issues which continued under 
pressure, as in the case of United 
States Industrial Alcohol, which met 
with only moderate demand and on 
fairly active dealings lost more than 3 
points.

Co-operative Bank of Engineers’ 
Brotherhood Celebrates Its Anni- 
versary. 

CLEVELAND, Nov. 1.—The first co- 
operative national bank to be established 
in the United States, the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers Co-operative Na- 
tional Bank of Cleveland, is celebrating 
its first birthday today by distributing 





to its depositors an extra dividend of 
one-fourth to one-half of 1 per cent. 
This is in addition to the;regular 4 per 
cent. paid on their savings. 

The success of the institution is at- 
tested, according to officials, by the 
fact that resources have grown in twelve 
months from $650,971.77 on the opening 
day to almost $10,250,000. 

Warren S. Stone, head of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, is Presi- 
dent of the bank. It is controlled exclu- 
sively by members of the brotherhood, 
which holds 51 per cent. of the stock. 
The remainder is owned by individual 
members. Shareholders are limited to 
dividends of 10 per cent. The bamk has 
a capital of $1,000,000 and a surplus of 
$100,000. The institution is planning to. 
erect a twenty-one-story combined bank 
and office building on the present site, 
directly opposite the fourteen-story home 
of the brotherhood.

BIG BANK MERGER 
TERMS APPROVED 


Chase National and Metropolitan 
Trust Shareholders Vote 
Favorably on Plan. 


The merger of the Metropolitan Trust 
Company with the Clase National Bank, 
under the name and charter of the 
Chase National Bank, was approved yes- 
terday at special meetings of the share- 
holders of both institutions. More than 
85 per cent. of the stock of both banks 
was represented, all of which approved 
the terms of the merger. 

The last statement of the Chase Na- 
tional showed deposits amounting to 
$290,959,006, while the Metropolitan's de- 
posits were $49,420,668, making combined 
deposits of $340,379,674. This merger will 
tnake the Chase National Bank the sec- 
ond largest national bank in the country 
in point of deposits. Tre total assets 
of the Chase at the time of the last re- 
port were $377,767,860: ‘The assets of the 
Metropolitan were $56,796,056, making an 
aggregate total of $434,563,916. 

The absorption of the Metropolitan, 
with its seven branches—six in Manhat- 
tan and one in Brooklyn—will give the 
Chase Bank “‘ valuable new territory for 
development and expansion,’’ it is said. 

The rights of the Chase stockholders, 
resulting from the increase of the stuck 
of that bank, will accrue to stockholders 
of record at 3 o’clock, Nov. 4, on which 
date warrants covering the rights will 
be mailed to the stockholders of fie 
Chase Bank. These holders will be en- 
titled to subscribe to one share of new 
stock each of which will also carry a 
share of the Chase Securities Corpora- 
tion, for each three skares of old stock. 
The cost will be $225 for a share of the 
bank stock and a share of the securities 
company, according to the details of the 
plan. The new stock will be entitled to 
the next dividend paid by the Chase Na-

MORE FREIGHT CARS LOADED: 


Increase of 56,258 Reported for 
Week Ended Oct. 22.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—There were 
$62,292 cars of loaded revenue freight on 
American railroads in the week ended 
Oct. 22, or 56,258 more than in the pre- 
vious week, according to latest reports 
from the car service division of the 
American Railway Association. 

This was within 46,526 cars, or 96 per 


cent., of the number loaded during the 
corresponding week in 1920, and only 
34,759 cars fewer than were loaded dur- 
ing the corresponding week in 1919. 
Comparisons show that the loading for 
the week was the largest since Oct. 30, 
1920. 

The gain over the week before was due 
principally to the increased movement 
of coal and-also merchandise and mis- 
cellaneousrfreight, which includes manu- 
factured products, although increases 
were reported in the loading of all com- 
modities, 

Loading of merchandise and miscella- 
neous freight amounted to 575,625 cars, 
or 24,817 cars more than during the pre- 
vious week, and 15,787 cars more than 
during the corresponding week in 1920. 
Coal lcadings totaled 212,219 cars, or 
20,713 more than were loaded during the 
preceding week. It was, however, 13,731 
cars under the total for the correspond- 
ing week last year. 

Tabulations showed an increase, com- 

ared with the week before, of 3,978 cars 
n the loading of livestock, the total being 
40,188 cars,which was 5,000 more than the 
total for the corresponding week ir. 1920, 
but 1,388 below that for the correspond- 
ing week in 1919. Loading of grain and 
grein products was 51,001 cars, an in- 
crease of 2,629 over the week before and 
11,521 cars greater than the total for 
the same week last year. It also was 
6,980 cars in excess of the total for the 
same week in 1919. 

Ore loadings increased 3,397 cars over 
the previous week, the tetal being 23,186, 
while loading of forest products amount- 
ed to 53,426 cars, or an increase within 
a week of 409 cars. Reports showed 
6,CAT cars were loaded with coke, or an 
increase, comparéd with the week be- 
fore, of 315 cars.

CHICKEN AND BUN SIGNS 
ON PANES STIR ’CHANGE 


Rain and Sun Reveal Phenomenon 
on Windows That Replaced 
Those Destroyed in Blowup. 


Trading was proceeding briskly on the 
floor of the New York Stock Exchange 
at 2:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon, A 
heavy rain, falling all day, had been fol- 
lowed by a glint of sunlight, which 
flowed through the spacious windows of 


the Broad Street side of the Exchange 
building. , 

One broker, trading at Post 18, glanced 
upward, mopped a fevered brow, glanced 
up -again, and leaned  exhaustedly 
against the post. He feebly hailed a 
fellow-member and demanded: ‘‘ Look 
up through. those windows and tell me 
if you see the same thing I see.” 

The fellow-member looked. He stared. 
Then he intoned. ‘A, Jones, Fresh 
Groceries.’” His gaze wandered to the 
l¢ft. Again he intoned: ‘‘ Fresh Chick- 
en.”” It wandered to the right. The 
verdict was: ‘‘ Hot Buns at All Hours,’’ 
or words to that broad general effect. 

Both members, now thoroughly over- 
come, leaned against the post. They 
had strength enough left to call quite a 
crowd from where trading was going 
on about the other posts, and the mer- 
cenary quotations were confirmed again 
and again and again. There was some 
ado about it on the floor, A broker 
trying to buy 500 shares of Steel at 79 
when the market is 80%@80% naturally 
is.much disturbed by a sign in his 
face offering fresh chickens and hot 
buns at all hours. 

The secret came out after the close, 
when the sun had shifted a bit and 
when the Governing Committee of the 
New York Stock Exchange had had op- 
portunity to investigate the phenomenon. 
Panes on the Broad Street side of the 
Exchange, about 500 feet or so of them, 
smashed to smithereens by the Wall 
Street explosion of a year ago, had been 
replaced with second-hand panes gath- 
ered from far and wide, as well as from 
here and there. The signs they once 
bore had been carefully removed, but 
when the rain beat down upon the panes 
it washed them clean. When the sun 
came along and shone in just the right 
direction the interior of the Exchange 
suggested the interior of Washington 
Square Market on a busy morning. 

Members of the Governing Committee 
of the New York Stock Exchange will 
not have the window panes, which were 
sold to them as new, removed, but at- 
tendants last night were rearranging 
the heavy curtains. It is their belief 
that under the new arrangement the 
afternoon sun, gleaming through the 
windows, will not remind casual, sky- 
gazing brokers of fresh groceries, fresh 
chickens or hot buns at all hours.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 1.—The As-

missions to the United States, Great 
Britain, France and Italy to explain 
the nationalist aims and peace condi- 
tions, says an Angora dispatch.

LOWER LUMBER RATE READY 


Reads’ Plan to Cut Cross-Continent 
Charge Yet to Be Approved. 


A reduction in transcontinental rates 
for lumber moving from Pacific points 
to the Atlantic Coast probably will be 
announced some time next week, Eastern 
traffic officials said yesterday. The 
reduction will be made to enable the 
roads to meet canal competition. 

The Transcontinental Rate Bureau, 
covering Eastern territory, and the 
Central Freight Association, in the 
West, have been in agreement on the 
lumber reduction and also on decreases 
for other commodities since last April, 
and now the two associations will link 
up their findings so that the new sched- 
ules can be published. The purpose of 
the carriers to put into effect a trans- 
continental rate lower than for a short 
haul between intermediate points de- 
mands special permission from the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, so that 
hearings will kave to be held on the 
matter. 

This reduction is expected to ‘‘ increase 
materially ’’ the shipping of lumber by 
rail. The latest figures on the situa- 
tion show that 90 per cent. of coast-to- 
coast shipments of lumber go through 
the Panama Canal. In the first six 
months of the year 135,000 tons of lum- 
ber were carried in this manner. 

Hearings will be held in Chicago on 
Nov. 11 regamging the new rates and 
in’ New York ®n Jan. 16. The confer- 


ences will take place at the Merchants 
Association. 


MEXICO OIL OUTPUT OFF. 


Decrease 2,414,022 Barrels Com- 
pared With Production In July. 


Crude oil in Mexico in August totaled 
9,001,358 barrels, said a report yester- 
day, compared with 11,415,380 barrels in 
July. This was a decrease of 2,414,022 
barrels. The daily, average output in 
August was 290,366 barrels, a decline of 
77,872 barrels compared with July. 

There was a restricted output in Au- 
gust and July because the majority of 


petroleum companies refused to ship oil, 
in view of the excessive export taxes, 
which were lifted Sept. 1. This caused 
many companies to skut down their 
wells. Exceptions were the Mexican 
Eagle Oil Company, which produced 66,- 
175 barrels daily during August, com- 
pared with 76,493 barrels in July, and 
the Gulf Oil Corporation, which pro- 
duced 51,745 barrels daily in August, an 
increase of 6,395 barrels over July. Mex- 
ican Petroleum produced 20,967 barrels 
of oil daily in August, a decline of 58,031 
barrels, compared with July. 

About 83 per cent. of Mexico’s oil pro- 
duction in August was light crude oil 
from the soutkern fields; 17 per cent. 
was heavier Panuco crude. 


AMERICANS VICTORS IN BID. 


Argentine Concern Rejected $2,000,- 
‘000 Saving in German Offer. 


Speaking at the semi-monthly meeting 
of the Export Managers’ Club in the 
Hotel Pennsylvania yesterday, O. K. 
Davis, Secretary of the National For- 
eign Trade Council, who has just re- 
turned from Buenos Aires, said 1,700,000 
tons of wheat were held up awaiting

COTTON PRIGES UP 
ARTER BARLY DROP 


Downward Movement Contin- 
ues, but Abrupt Turn Recovers 
Losses and Brings Advance. 


The downward movement in cotton 
continued yesterday under liquidation 
and short selling. After pressure had 
carried December, January and March 
under 18 cents, the, market turned 
abruptly, recovering the entire loss and 
advancing half a cent between 2 and 3 
o'clock. Liquidation of December was 
on an extensive: scale, cutting the pre- 
mium on that month down. to within a 
few points of January. A break of 6 
cents a bushel in wheat encouraged the 
sale of cotton by Western operators. 
As prices aproached 18 cents, trade 
buying on a large scale came. When 
professionals tried to cover, prices shot 
up rapidly. A decline of nearly a cent 
and a half from Friday not only reduced 
long accounts, but created a short in- 
terest. Final quotations showed an ad- 
vance of 6 to 14 points. 

Liverpool declined sharply but had re- 
covered before New York opened until 
prices there were only 10 American 
points from Monday. This brought 
scattered demand and an advance of a 
few points, January starting the day 
10 points up. But, again, outside de- 
mand was not broad enough to absorb 
contracts sold by commission houses for 
both long and short accounts. Pressure 
on all active months ran prices off 15 
to 20 points, bringing the level lower 
than any prices on Monday. The 
volume of business fell off materially 
for the first few hours, partly because 
of a holiday in New Orleans. Some 
arbitrage houses bought and others sold. 


similar operations being reported from 
Liverpool as straddles were taken from 
the market. Private cable advices in- 
dicated like trading abroad, the sale 
or purchase of a tew thousand bales 
influencing prices easily. 

As Maren approached 18 cents, heavier 
buying orders induced ring covering. 
This soon lifted the level, ail early de- 
clines being recovered. January sold 
back to 18.32.

Steady 
liquidation in December made the tone 
heavy and all buying orders were filled 
without starting an advance. A rush of 
selling orders came from Chicago when 
wheat broke. Not until January broke 
a quarter of a cent to 18 cents did scale 
buying appear in sufficient volume “to 
afford resistance. Many thousand De- 
cember contracts were wanted as prices 
approached 18 cents and demand for 
March also increased. At one time De- 
cember, January and March all sold 
within a few points of each other. All 
three broke below 18 cents under wefght 
of contracts, much cotton being sold on 
stop-loss orders. This weakness en- 
couraged aggressive stort selling and at 
one time pressure ran January to 17.85. 

One of the most sudden changes of 
front in many weeks took place the last 
hour. Houses with trade connections 
began to receive such an extensive vol- 
ume of orders from mills that the ring 
was swept bare of contracts. At first it 
was easy to buy cotton, but when de- 
mand became more general the market 
turned sharply. Thousands of bales 
were purchased and for balf an hour a 
scramble was in progress. January ran 
from 17.85 to 18.32 and December from 
17.92 to 18.42, with little opposition. The 
entire early loss-was recovered and all 
months, closed at a net advance. 

Certificated stock declined to 102,772 
bales, a loss of 27,000 since Oct. 1. 
Stocks in licensed warehouses now 
amount to 103,000 bales.

WHEAT FLUTTERING 
NEAR THE $1 LEVEL 


It Touches It at St. Louis and 
Is Only a Fifth Above It in 
the Chicago Market.

CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—A wave of liqui- 
dation swept over the grain markets, 
and, with a lack of support and rumors 
of financial troubles, wheat, oats and 
rye sold down to a new low on the 
crop, and corn to within a fraction of 
the inside figures of the season.

RUGS PRICED FOR SPRING. 


Formal Opening Yesterday by Lead- 
Ing Houses In the Trade. 


Prices made here yesterday on Spring 
lines of carpets and rugs by leading 
houses in the trade showed fairly sub- 
stantial declines, in many cases, from 
the leyels which prevailed at the open- 
ing of the Fall season. For instance, the 
prices quoted yesterday on the 9 by 12 
sizes of the rugs made by the Alex- 
ander Smith & Sons Carpet Company 
showed these reductions from the open- 
ing Fall figures: Axminsters—Alpine, 
$1.80; Ardsley, 90 cents; Cariton, Yon- 
kers, and Kirman, none. Tapestries— 
Hudson, $3.60; Manor, $4.40, and Nep- 
perhan, $5.40. Velvets—Katonah, $2.40; 
Palisade, fringed, $3.30; Colonial, 
fringed $2.70; and Wilton, fringed, 60 
cents. The declines shown by the new 
prices for the Smith Company’s tapestry 
and velvet carpets range from 5 to 60 
cents, 
priced 5 to:10 cents lower than for Fall. 

The Spring prices for the Wilton prod- 
ucts of the Bigelow-Hartford Carpet 
Company showed no change from the 


Fall opening. All of their Axminsters 
but Burwins, however, averaged about 
7 per cent. lower. Burwins showed no 
change. ‘This company’s tapestry rugs 
showed an average drop of about 10 per 
cent. from the Fall prices made last 


May. 

The new ag 8 of the manufacturers 
represented b e wholesale department 
of W. & J. Sloane will be priced today, 
as will those of the M. J. ittall As- 
sociates. The latter will at the same 
time formally open their new local show- 
rooms at 295 Fifth Avenue, and will 
make it something of a gala affair by 
giving a luncheon to the trade. The 
hours set for this event are 12 to 2. 

It is probable that other lines for the 
new season will also be priced today, 
and the next twenty-four hours should 
see the season well under way. Buyers, 
more especially the jobbers, were ac- 
tive yesterday, both in confirming or- 
ders tentatively placed during the last 
ten days or so and in placing business 
for the first time. The general tone of 
the trade qyaater cay, was optimistic, for it 
was felt that the tlew prices were ex- 
tremely fair, all ees considered, and 
that the: best season since the end of the 
boom period would be enjoyed.

DEFENDS SALARIES 


Board, Replying to Senate In- 
quiry, Says Pay Here Is Lower 
Than in Member Banks. 


NECESSARY TO HOLD MEN 


it Asserts Its Officers Are Con- 
stantly Being Tempted With 
Outside Offers. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Defending 
fts action in increasing the salaries of 
employes of the New York Federal Re- 
serve Bank, the Federal Reserve Board 
replying today to a Senate resolution of 
inquiry declared that the advances were 
made ‘‘in order to retain the services 
of officers who are constantly being 
tempted with outside offers at high 
salaries."’ 

Despite the increase in the pay of the 
Reserve Bank employes, the board’s 
reply said the present salaries were 69 
per cent. less than those paid similar 
employes by banks which are members 
of the Federal Reserve system. 

The board’s statement was presented 
fin answer to a resolution recently passed 
by the Senate reciting charges made on 
the Senate floor that ‘‘the Federal Re- 
serve Board has been guilty of an 
eamazing waste of public money in in- 
crease of salaries to officers and em- 
ployes of the New York Federal Re- 
serve. Bank,” and that the total pay- 
roll of that bank had been increased 
by more than $1,500,000 between 1918 
and 1920. 

“‘An investigation made by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York in 
1919,” the board’s statement said, 
‘showed that the average annual sal- 
ary, including bonus, paid to employes 
by the bank was $1,440, while the 
average salary, including bonus, paid 
employes by ten of the large New York 
City banks ranged from $1,620 to £2,2 
In fact, it was found that in six of the 
banks the average salary paid em- 
ployes was in excess of $2,100. The 
fact that the average salary paid em- 
ployes by the Federal Reserve Bank at 
the end of 1918 was only $1,095, when 
the cost of living, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, was 77 per 
cent. above the pre-war level, gradu- 
ally increasing to 119 per cent. in De- 
cember, 1920, would seem to justify the 
increases in salaries granted employes 
during the years 1919 and 1920.” 

Discussing the increases of salaries of 
officers of the New York bank ranging 
as high at $50,000, the board declared 
that while it did not itself fix salaries, 
they were made with its approval, and 
‘“‘in order to retain the services of of- 
ficers who are constantly being tempted 
with outside offers at high salaries, it 
has become necessary to recognize this 
competition.” 

Former Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 
Adoo, the statement continued, had ap- 
proved a $50,000 a year salary for the 
Governor of the New York bank in 
3918. Since then, it was added, three 


other secretaries of the Treasury had 
concurred with the board on questions 
relating to salaries paid officers of the 
Vederal Reserve banks. 

“The officers and employes of the 
Federal Reserve banks,’’ the Senate was 
told, ‘‘ are not permitted to engage in 
any other business, to take part in po- 
litical activities nor to hold public of- 
fice. Their service in the Federal Re- 
serve Bank is not a stepping-stone to a 
political career nor does it afford means 
of outside financial profit. The Direc- 
tors of Federal Reserve banks have re- 

eatedly pointed out to the board that 
t would be impossible to secure the ser- 
vices of competent and efficient offi- 
cials for the Federal Reserve banks 
were their salaries to be measured by 
the salaries paid to the political officers 
of the Government.” 

Replying to the Senate’s request for 
the amount paid to the United States 
from the net earnings of the system as a 
franchise tax the board replied that 
during the past year the Federal Re- 
serve banks have set up a reserve for 
franchise tax, the total of which on Oct. 
27, 1921, was ,938,000. This tax was 
adjusted weekly and the total amount 
shown to be due the Government at the 
close of business, Dec. 31, 1921. the re- 
port said, would be paid to the Treasury 
on Jan. 2, 1922. 

The report was referred to a commit- 
tee without debate. 


STATE WON’T BUILD NOW. 


Governor Condemns Site Chosen for 
Office Bullding in Albany. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Nov. 1.—Although Governor 
Miller has urged that all possible public 
work be done at once to relieve unem- 
ployment, he said today he did not be- 
lieve the State should. erect on a site 
just west of the Capitol the proposed 
new State office building. An appro- 
priation of $500,000 was made by the 
last Legislature for building the founda- 
tions of the building, but, according to 
the Governor’s statement, it will’not be 
used for that purpose. 

The Capitol is overcrowded. The State 
rents offices outside and pays about 
$100,000 a year for offices in Albany to 
house the various State departments 
that cannot get room in the Capitol. 

**T have reached the decision that it 
would be a very unfortunate thing to 
puta tall office building in front of 
the Education Building,’’ Governor Mil- 
ler said. ‘‘As a matter of fact, the 
Legislature last Winter, at my sugges- 
tion, appropriated a sufficient additional 
sum to lay the foundation for the of- 
fice building. , 

‘Since then I have looked into the 
subject and I have reached the con- 
clusion that it would be a mistake to 
put an office building in front of the 
Education Building, on which the State 
has spent so much money. Therefore 
we haven't laid the foundations. 

*““It doesn’t mean the abandonment. 
There will need to be an office building 
built. As a matter of fact, the rentals 
that we are now paying in Albany are 
just about 4 per cent. of the estimated 


cost of the construction of an office 
building.’’ 


TEST STATE GASOLINE TAX. 


Pennsylvania Oil Company Refuses 
to Pay New Levy. 


HARRISBURG, Nov. 1.—The ¢onsti- 
tutionality of the new State gasoline tax 
of 1 cent a gallon will be put to the test, 
according to State officials, as a result 
cf the refusal of the Atlantic Refining 
Company to pay the tax on gasoline 
sold for export, interstate commerce or 
manufacturing. 

The company sent to Auditor General 
Lewis a check for $39,426, representing 
the tax on gasoline sold for, internal 
combustion or motor vehicle, gas engine 
end similar purposes, but informed him 
ré did so under protest, having been 
advised by counsel that the act was 
unconstitutional. 

The return, it was stated, did not 
include the tax on gasoline sold for 
export or interstete shipment,

CHARGES CONTEMPT 
IN BUDGET PASSAGE 


Attorney Announces He Will Ask 
Court to Punish Members of 
Estimate Board. 


Bernard S. Deutsch, attorney for Stew- 
art. Browne, head of the United Real Es- 
tate Owners’ Association, announced 
yesterday that he would apply in the 
Supreme Court this morning for an 
order to show cause why the Mayor, 
the Controller and other members of 
the Board of Estimate should not be 
punished for contempt for their part in 
adopting the budget for 1922. 

Although the writ of mandamus grant- 
ed by Supreme Court Justice Mullan to 
compel the board to put back into the 
budget the necessary amounts for pen- 
sion funds was not granted until two 
hours after the Board of Estimate had 
adopted the budget, Mr. Deutsch con- 
tends that the Mayor and the other offi- 
cials should have waited'until the court 
had acted upon the application for the 
writ. 

“They knew that the matter was be- 
fore the court and they should have 
waited until the court took action,”’ 
said Mr. Deutsch. ‘‘ At any rate they 
could have reconvened the Board of 
Estimate after the writ was granted 
and taken the necessary action. By 
their action I believe they willfully dis- 
obeyed the order of the court. If or- 
ders granted by a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court mean anything-at all, they 
surely mean that city officials sfiouTad 
treat them with respect and obey them 
in the spirit as well as the letter.”’ 

A. D. Fisher, representing the Brook- 
lyn Justices who obtained a writ of 
mandamus to compel the board to re- 
store salary increases to court attend- 
ants in Brooklyn, will also seek to ob- 
tain an order to show cause why): the 
Board of Estimate officials should not 
be punished. He said he had not decided 
just when he would make application for 
the order. The Corporation Counsel has 
filed an appeal from both writs. Stew- 
art Browne said last night: 

‘‘ Imagine the Mayor and the Control- 
ler by force measures trying to prevent 
the service of Supreme Court orders to 
compel these servants of the people, as 
they call themselves, to undo their Ille- 
gal acts. 

‘‘ Bvery member of the Board of Esti- 
mate who voted for the budget is in con- 
structive contempt of court. The budget 
as passed was passed illegally. It doesn’t 
tell the truth. It is a fraud upon the 


rent payers and taxpayers of the City 
of New York. I don’t blame the Mayor 
for this budget, because he docsn’t 
know. J 

‘“* No member of the Board of Estimate 
can truthfully say whether even at 
$350,000,000 the budget is within or be- 
yond the constitutional 2 per cent. maxi- 
mum tax rate. This because none of 
them know what the assessed valuations 
will be or what the estimat revenues 
of the city for 1922 are. To Vote it isa 
jump in the dark. 

“The police, teachers, retirement and 
muncipal emplo ves’ retirement pensions 
are fixed legal liabilities which the city 
must pay and some $8,000,000 was prop- 
erly provided in the budget for them. 
The labor unions, not satisfied with the 
budget oppropriations for labor, bull- 
dozed the members of the Board of Esti- 
mate, and it is said threatened to vote 
against them unless increases in the 
budget for them were made. Conse- 
Guently $3.200,000 was added to the wage 
appropriations and to provide far this 
and other increases $4,500,000 was ille- 
gally taken from the pension liabilities. 
When I made this statement at the 
budget public hearings the Mayor said 
the statement was untrue, and I didn t 
know what I was talking about. Su- 
preme Court Justice Mullan agrees with 
me and orders the Board of Estimate 
to restore the $,500,000.”’ 


PAPER MAKERS OPTIMISTIC. 


Freight Rates Aid Foreign Shippers, 
Says News Print Expert.

CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—Better conditions 
in the paper industry, in spite of high 
freight rates, was the prediction today 
of merchants and manufacturers gath- 
ered here for the annual conference of 
the American Paper and Pulp Associa- 
tion. 

“The paper industry in general has 
very evidently turned the corner on the 
return to normalcy,’’ said W. J. Ray- 
bold, President of the association. ‘‘ Re- 
ports coming to me are that from July 
on manufacturers have had an increas- 
ing business.”’ 

Hugh P. Banter, Executive Secretary 
of the association, reported that in 
many districts the mills were employing 
more men than for months. ‘In the 
Kalamazoo districts the plants have in- 
creased their production 25 per cent. in 
the last few weeks,’’ he said. ‘* Em- 
ployes in the high-grade paper industry 
are now working four days. 2a week, 
where they formerly worked three.”’ 

Wrapping paper manufacturers also 
reported increased business. Officials 
said that this forecast a general in- 
crease in prosperity throughout the na- 
tion, as buyers in other industries would 
not increase their purchases of wrap- 
ping paper unless their sales had in- 
creased. 

R. 8S. Kellogg of New York, Secretary 
of the Newsprint Service Bureau, 
sounded the only pessimistic note of the 
day with his statement that American 
manufacturers could not successfully 
compete with European manufacturers 


as long as the freigfit rates were kept 
so high in the United States that it is 
cheaper to ship paper from Europe to 
New York City than from points in that 
State. 

‘““It costs $2 less to ship a ton of 
newsprint paper from Scandinavia to 
New York than to ship a ton of the 
same paper from Niagara Falis across 
the State of New York,’’ Mr. Kellogg 
said. ‘‘ Paper can be produced cheaper 
in foreign lands—because of cheap labor 
and a depreciated exchange. 

“Tf these conditions continue, the 
publishers will suffer, for American 
mills cannot make paper to meet pres- 
ent European prices ana Europe cannot 
supply America’s permanent need. The 
normal result would be a wide swing of 
prices which are always disadvantageous 
to producer and purchaser alike. This 
ruinous, unfair competition will disap- 
pear when conditions are again normal.” 

Secretary O. M. Porter of the Wood- 
lands Section of the American Paper 
and Pulp Association gave the results 
of a survey of wood on hand and pro- 
jected operations. The 1920 consumption 
of pulp ‘wood by the mills of forty-eight 
companies was 1,855,005 cords and their 
stock on hand on Sept. 1 was 2,292,483 
cords. In view of the reduced opera- 
tions in mills of the entire country, the 
total now on hand or contracted for, of 
more than 3,000,000 cords, normally only 
enough for twenty months, will be prac- 
tically a two years’ supply,. indicating 
= gd ane the coming year, Mr. Porter 
said.

$8,394,350 IN-'JOANS. 


Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany Places Many Mortgage Loans. 


Mortgage loans amounting to $8,394,- 
350 were authorized by the Reali Estate 
Committee of the Board of Directors 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany yesterday.

MONTICELLO, N. Y., Nov. 1.—Large 
numbers ~of hunters from New York 
City, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and 
others sections of the country, are tread- 
ing the forests of Sullivan County today 
in search of deer, notwithstanding’ the 
heavy downpour of rain that has con- 
tinued since early this morning. 

Today marked the opening of fifteen 
days of deer hunting in this county, 
where, the State game wardens report, 


there are more deer to the acre than in| 


any other part of the State. For sev- 
eral days hunters have been arriving in 
automobiles, equipped with high-power 
rifles, camping outfits and in many 
cases ample stocks of wet goods. The 
demand this year for accommodations in 
the hunting sections has been so great 
that farm and boarding houses are filled 
to their capacity and many Nimrods are 
sleeping in barns and other outbuildings. 
Many are offering premiums for a place 
to sheep. 


woodland or wild acreage has leased it 
to some hunting club or is charging a 
daily fee for the privilege of hunting 
over it. Guides are much in demand 
and can command any price for their 
services. The hunters are so numerous 
in some sections’ that when a buck is 
started the firing of guns sounds like 
the cannonade of a battle front, and the 
roar can be heard for miles.

The Prosecutor was informed that the 
five got out of the jail by cutting a 
hole in the roof instead of climbing 
| through a ventilator, as at first report- 
ed. A hammer, file and knife were 
found in the gutter of the roof by de- 
tectives. They said that these evidently 
had been left on the scaffolding above 
the air well of the cell block by George 
Taylor and Albert Schneider, the two 
trusties who fled with, the post office 
| robbers and William (‘‘ Big Bill’’) Ma- 
loney, ex-convict and reputed gunman, 
whose home was in Long Island City. 

It was the opinion of detectives that 
the trusties had been engaged in tearing 
a hole through the roof for hours before 
their disappearance was noted. A large 
section of wood and tin had been ripped 
open, evidently by means of a saw. 
Prosecutor Collins said that he would 
endeavor to learn where the fugitives 
got the tools. 

District Attorney Harry E. Lewis of
